Kellerd recently appeared at 
the Manhattan Opera House in a 
repertoire of Shakespearan plays. 
He plans to enter vaudeville. 


will be ready for occupancy by May 
1, it was announced today, The new 
State Theater, however, will not be 
opened until several months later, the 
tentative date being July 1. The en- 
tire project is estimated to have cost 
the Loew corporation $5,000,000.

An Answer to the Dra- 
matists’ Guild and Their 
Co- Defendants 


By HARRY L. DIXSON 


It was with mingled feelings of sur- 
prise and astonishment that we read 
the recent resolutions passed by the 
Dramatists’ Guild and endorsed by 
the Authors’ League of America, Inc. 
It does not seem possible that the ma- 
jority of the members in those two 
bodies could have sanctioned such a 
thing. Lacking in logic and filled with 
hysterical prophesies and dismalefore- 
bodings, it does not sound like the re- 
sult of sound thinking. 


They state that after careful in- 
vestigation they are convinced that 
the Equity Shop would result in cere 
tain deplorable conditions, which con- 
ditions really concern themselves as 
a sister organization, and no one else. 
As a kind of after thought they drag 
in Equity members and tell them what 
dire calamities are likely to be heaped 
upon them by the organization which 
they themselves have builded. The 
fact that they are convinced does not 
mean that such conditions ag named 
would take place, Just what has 
convinced them we do not know, as 
they do not go into detail regarding 
that. We might say that the sun will 
never shine again, but that statement 
would not have much weight unless 
we could bring forth evidence that its 
past performance had been such that 
on a certain date it would blink out 
entirely. We would like to know by 
what occult powers of foresight they 
are able to predict all the dire calam- 
ities that would follow the adoption 
of the Equity Shop. 

Why should not actors have some- 
thing to say about the control of their 
own business? The theater was en- 
tirely in their hands until some inter- 
lopers got in power and commercial- 
ized it for no particular benefit to any 
one except themselves. We are baited 
constantly with the assertion that 
these persons are sincerely trying to 
advance the art, of the theater. Let 
them fetch their proof, but it will 
have to be something more convinc- 
ing than bedroom farces and naked 
women. Haven't the actors been down- 
trodden by commercialism, shabby 
plays and other vile conditions long 
enough to raise an indignant protest 
and demand that they have at least 
a@ little to say about what is rightfully 
theirs? Would it have been possible 
to call an actors’ strike if there had 
been no common cause for the com- 
mon good? Most certainly not. That 
strike was a most unusual thing. It

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BILLS REGULATING TICKET 
SPECULATORS A SURE GO 


Senator Walton Takes Definite Steps To Intro- 
duce Two Measures Into New York 
State Legislature Within the Next 
Few Weeks 


New York, Jan. 24.—That definite steps have 
been taken by Senator Charles W. Walton to 
introduce into the State Legislature two meas- 
ures designed to regulate ticket speculators 
and to eliminate exorbitant prices on the 
part of profiteering brokers, became known “to- 
day. The bills, which have been favorably 
endorsed by the proper legislative committee- 
men, it wes said, will be brought forth upon 
the floor within the next few weeks, 

In substance one bill would make it a mis- 
demeanor for any speculator to stand on the 
sidewalk and offer tickets for sale near the 
entrance of a theater at higher prices than the 
game class of tickets are selling for in the 
box office. It prohibits ‘‘anyone from selling 
tickets in or from any building, store, shop, 
booth, yard, garden or in or from any opening, 
window, door, hallway, corridor, or in or from 
any building, place of business, store, shop, 
booth, yard or garden in a city, or indicates, 
holds out or offers for sale to any person or 
persons on or in the street, by word of mouth, 
calling, shouting or other, means that such 
ticket or other evidence of the right of entry 
may be purchased in such building, store, 
shop, booth, yard, garden or any other place.”’ 

By the terms of the other bill “tany person, 
firm or corporation’® is probibited from selling 
tickets without first procuring a license from 
the License Commissioner. This bill makes the 
following provisions: 

The license fee shal] be $100 annually. 

The license is not transferable, except by 
the permission of the License Commissioner, 
and is revocable by him, 

The person, firm or corporation holding such 
a license must not sell tickets at more than 
50 cents over the box-office price. 

Such a licensee must also give a full account 
to the License Commissioner in his application 
as to his business method, etc., in accordance

We 
ought to pack ’em in tonight.”

MANAGERS AND DRAMATISTS 


Attend George M. Cohan Meeting To Vote 
Against Equity Shop—Society of American 
Dramatists and Composers Revived 


New York, Jan. 20.—The Society of Amert- 
ean Dramatists and Composers held its frst 
meeting in many months yesterday when it 
was again galvanized into life by George M. 
Cohan, founder and vice-president of the Actors’ 
Fidelity League, in his campaign against the 
Actors’ Equity Association. Under the aus- 
pices of a directorate composed of John L. 
Golden, William Gillette and other managers 
and dramatists a meeting of nearly thirty 
members was held at No. 148 West 45th street 
to vote upon the desirability of the Equity 
Shop. After strong speeches against the Equity 
Shop by Mr, Cohan, who is president of this 
society, and Arthur Hopkins, the manager, a 
vote condemning the Equity Shop was cast. 

The leader in the opposition to this vote 
against the Equity Shop was Zoe Akins, the 
author of many successful plays Another 
speaker in favor of the Equity Shop was Ed- 
ward Locke. * 

“The Society of American Dramatists and 
Conrposers has been anaemic for years,” said 
Mr. Gillmore, executive secretary of the Actors’ 
Equity Association, last night. ‘‘We cannot 
help feeling that perhaps the fact that most of 
the playwrights who voted yesterday work on 
a percentage basis with their managers as re- 
gards profits from plays may have something 
to do with their vote. Perhaps, too, the fact 
that Mr. Cohan, who was formerly of the 
Fidelity League, is also the president of the 
Society of American Dramatists and Composers, 
mey also have a bearing on the matter. This 
anti-Equity element among’ the dramatists 
seems to have the courage of their managers’ 
conrictions—and nothing more. 

“As a matter of fact, the same clique which 
controlled the Dramatists’ Guild meeting last 
Friday controlled this meeting. Men like Mr. 
Cohan and Owen Davis will never give the 
Equity Shop a fair hearing, because they have 
made up their minds against it from the start. 
The Equity Shop is not a closed shop, for any 
one who is hited to play a part becomes eligible 


for membership under this policy; its only effect 
upon the theater is to make easier the develop- 
ment of new people and thereby attract a 
better element among the beginners, but 
supporters of the Fidelity League will al- 
ways oppose it because it is not to the inter- 
est of their organization.” 


“NO BLUE SUNDAY LEAGUE” 
FORMED

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MOUNTFORD DENIES SHUBERTS 
WOULD REVIVE WHITE RATS 


“Neither Albee, Shuberts, Erlanger, Loew Nor 
Any Person or Association of Persons Will 
Ever Control A. A. F. as Long as I Am 
With It,” Says Executive Secretary 


New York, Jan, 24.—Harry Moun‘ford, exec- 
utive secretary of the American Artistes’ Fed- 
eration, today in an exclusive interview to 
The Billboard, exploded the report ikat the 
Shuberts intend to revive the White Rats in 
connection with their plans for enteriag the 
vaudeville field. A statement to that effect 
appeared on Thursday last week in The New 
York Herald, and was immediately seized 
upon by Broadway wiseacres as food for 
wild conjecture. The article was so couched 
as to imply that the brothers, Lee and Jake, 
planned to take the reins of the vaudeville 
actors’ organization in hand with a view of pit- 
ting it against the Albee crowd and the Actors’ 
Equity Association. 

In his offices at 1440 Broadway Mr. Mount- 
ford expressed himself rather forcibly :n_ re- 
gard to the veracity of the press and its knowl- 
edge of the show business in general. 

“Some day,’’ Mr. Mountford said, ‘*‘the daily 
and weekly newspapers will learn something 
about show business and will be able to write 
it somewhat accurately and semi-correctly. 

“The story in The Herald suggests that mana- 
gers are going to take hold of this association 
and run it. That will never be in my time. 
Actors’ organizations must be run by actors 
for actors. 

“If I wanted to run an organization that was 
controlled by managers I would at the present 
moment be running the N. V. As., because the 
offer has been made to me directly to accept 
the chief position and run the N. V. As. My 
answer can easily be seen by the fact that I 
am still with the American Artistes’ Federa- 
tion. 

‘(Neither Mr. Albee, the Shuberts, Erlanger, 
Marcus Loew nor any person or association of 
persons will ever control the American Artistes’ 
Federation as long as I am with it. The only 
persons who will control it, or shape its des- 
tinies, are its members. 

“I do not believe for one moment that Mr. 
Shubert ever said such things or intimated 
6uch things. He may have, for I have not had 
any communication with him directly or in- 
directly for the last four or five weeks. 
as for the insinuation that any favors to us 
would make us fight the Actors’ Equity Asso- 
‘ciation, that also is most absurd. We are 
affliated with the Actors’ Equity Association 
and we shal] stand by that affiliation. 


“I may say also that nearly two years ago I 
was offered anything 1 wanted in the United 
States of America and Canada; that I was told 
that I would be backed by unlimited capital, 
and to the limit, if I wonld oppose,the Actors’ 
Equity Association, and this was mt from the 
Shuberts, but from the person whom I helieve 
Was the sponsor and author of this ridiculous 
article in The Herald. 


“It cannot be too emphatically said that we 
have no affiliations, no agreements, no under- 
standings, direct or indirect, expressed or im- 
Plied, with any manager; with any manager's 
Tepresentative or firm of managers. We are 
for the actor first, last and all the time. The 
moment we are not for the actor I hope and 
trust that we shal] be kicked out so quickly that 
nothing will be seen but dust.’’ 


The article in question, as contained in Jast 
Thursday’s issue of The Herald, ig printed 
herewith: 


“It was learned yesterday that the Shu- 
berts in connection with their plans for onter- 
ing the vaudeville field intend to revive the 
White Rats, the original organization of raude- 
ville artists, which has of recent years heen 
moribund. It is the plan to weld the actors 
who are to appear under their banner in vaude- 
ville into a unified body.

(Reviewed Thursday, January 20) 


There is a well-balanced bill at this house 
the last half, containing such novelties as an 
Trish tenor, who sings ‘“‘Eli Eli,” and the Eddie 
Foy phenomena. The latter are the headliners, 
and, according to a lobby announcement, are 
positively making their first appearance in 
a “pop” house. 

Eary and Eary open the show with a speedy 
and unique routine of contortion stunts, getting 
away to a good hand. Both work hard and fast 
with all the assurance and ease of finished 
performers. This act could easly hold its ows 
on the two-a-day. 

John O'Malley and Company, the former an 
an Irish tenor, and the latter an excellent 
pianist, held second spot with ease. O'Malley 
gings ballads of old Erin in good voice, with 
just the proper touch of theatricalism to send 
them over with smashing effectiveness. He is 
both a good songster and a good showman. 
The Irish as well as the Jewish portions of 
the house were handed a jolt when he announced 
he would sing “Eli Eli,” and he did. His ac- 
companist is more than that; he is a necessary 
part to the act. 

When it comes to pulling something novel, 
we'll have to hand it to Anderson and Graves. 
The audience did, and this team well deserved 
it, for a “* blimp’? with two rooms and bath 
attached is about as unique a setting as has 
hit these parts in many a day. We have 
Anderson and Graves’ word for it that they fly 
about in the clouds to beat the high cost of 
living. Whether or not this idea would prove a 
suecess if actually tried out is somewhat 
problematical, but it serves admirably as the 
basis for a corking good vaudeville turn, that 
we will agree. This is a big time act. Failure 
of the stage manager to mask properly didn’t 
hinder it from being a riot. 

Grace Hays next appeared. She is 2 rather 
attractive looking girl, possessed of a pleasing 
personality and a fair voice. She sings a few 
songs, the best of which, from a box-office point 
of view, was a “blue”? number. Her accom- 
panist is capable. She took a fair hand.

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NEW ACTS 


“BABY MINE,” that bedroom classic of Mar- 
garet Mayo’s, which in the palmy days of that 
variety of entertainment brought fame and for- 
tune to the autbor, and which has since been 
produced by every barnstorming company the 
world over, has been cut down to a twenty-five- 
minute vaudeville sketch, and was presented the 
first half of last week at the Harlem Opera 
House, Sew York, by Nanon Welch and Com- 
pany. 

As we remember it ‘‘Baby Mine’’ wae a ratber 
merry concoction, filled with subtle witticisms 
and rollicking situations, some of which are re- 
tained in the vaudeville version. But, for the 
most part, the later edition fails to tickle our 
humorous palate as did the original production. 
From a critical point of view the basic situation, 
that of the childless husband who suddenly be- 
comes @ father, ie not overly well drawn, with 
the result that the sketch is half finished before 
the audience realizes what it is all about. Then 
the tempo drags dolefully at times, to say 
nothing of @ superfluity of needless businesy. 

The cast of four people is up to the average. 
The settings are well modulated, the color 
scheme being particualriy ingratiating to the 
eye. This act should be on the big time, but 
as it now stands it is hardly deserving of @ 
spot on a two-a-day Dill. 


EDNA DREON has a clever act. That’s just 
the trouble; it appears to be too clever for the 
performer to get it over effectively. We caught 
this young lady, who says ‘“‘Mar-yhs’’ (meaning 
a planet) and ‘‘Star-yhs’’ (meaning more plan. 
ete), at the Fighty-first Street Theater, New 
York, last week. 

As we said before, the act is clever. In fact, 
it is quite unique and original, which is saying 
a lot these days. It has all to do with spirits. 
Just ethereal ones in this case, such as a girl 
from Mars and “blue” spirits coaxed from a 
ouija board. 

Miss Dreon has a most peculiar voice. We 
hesitate to venture any opinion as to its quality. 
She bas some stunning frocks end knows how 
to wear them. This act got by to a fair hand. 

JESSIE FRANKS bas a bag-punching novelty 
which is new to New York. When seen the 
firet half of last week at the Harlem Opera 
House she scored quite a hit with her more or 
less interesting and neatly presented routine of 
etunts. She ventures some talk which is de- 
cidedly small time. However, it went over big 
with the Harlem crowd. Ont the talk, or 
rather substitute another “‘line,”’ and this act 
should make better time with little difficulty.

IaVIOLETTE, the A. B, F. magician, who re- 
cently returned to this country, opened his 
new magicactof miscellaneous tricks at Keeney’s 
Brooklyn theater last Sunday night. The act 
runs about fourteen minutes and was well re- 
ceived. LaViolette opens with a brief intro- 
ductory, does a little ‘‘kidding’’ and then goes 
into the funny flag number. Then he does the 
dice box, takes a card out of a cigaret, work- 
ing this stunt in the audience. LaViolette has 
a good line of comedy patter and works fast. 
His tricks are not all new, but he gets them 
over in great shape. He took two legitimate 
bows on each trick. That’s pretty good for a 
magic act, which generally leaves the audience 
bewildered and in a state that approaches coma, 
making them either incapable or disinclined to 
give a magician any hand at all. This act 
ought to get on the big time, as it is distinctly 
different from the general run.

CENSORSHIP 


As Proposed for California Would In- 
clude Vaudeville Productions 


San Francisco, Jan. 21.—California showfolk 
are up in arms over the announcement that State 
Assemblyman Edward Hurley's proposed censor- 
ship bill for the supervision of motion pictures 
is to be made to include all professional vaude- 
ville productions. 

Hurley declares that the favorable response 
which has been elicited among the members of 
the Assembly by bis original bill has led him 
to broaden the scope of the measure. 

The bill, as originally introduced, provides 
for a censorship board composed of the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction and the 
State Board of Education. This board was only 
to have covered the motion picture field. 

_ Concerning his plan for enlargement of the 
provisions. Hurley this week made the follow. 
ing statement: 

“After conferences with some of the members 
of the Legislature on the moving picture ap. 
proval bill I bave reached the conclusion that it 
is not broad enough and should take in the 
vaudeville stage as well, 

“I find that in not a few vaudeville honses 
the ‘movie’ is also used as a part of the pro- 
gram. 

“To the end that there shall be a complete 
supervision of both branches of public entertain. 
ment, I shall at the proper time offer some 
amendments to the original measure, 

“It hag been whispered about in some circles, 
I am informed, that my bill is of the ‘cinch’ 
variety. I want to 6erve notice now op all 
persons interested that it is nothing of the sort, 

“It is a legitimate attempt to correct a 
situation which has cropped up in the moving 
picture producing which I am not alone, by a 
long way, in believing requires improvement. 

“I am not hard and fast on the bill at all, I 
am perfectly willing to sit down with fair- 
minded representatives of the theaters that use 
the movies and with the producers at the etudios, 
and work out a measure which shall meet my 
views. 

“It is not a bin@ing thing that I have intro- 
duced. For I repeat that I am perfectly agree- 
able to discussions and to listen to all sides.”

V. A. F. AND A. A. TO ACT JOINTLY 
ON MATTERS OF GENERAL INTEREST 


At a conference held January 18 between the Actors’ Association and the Variety Artistes’ 
Federation, at the latter's office, enormous strides were made towards close co-operation be- 
tween the two organizations. The conference decided that five members be appointed from hoth 
organizations to form an advisory board, to meet monthly, or as often as desirable, to consider 
matters of mutual interest. The duties of the advisory board are to be in no way mandatory, 
but advisory only, and all recommendations issued hy the board are to be subject to endorse- 
ment of the Actors’ Association council and the Variety Artistes’ Federation committee. This 
was formally confirmed by the Variety Artistes’ Federation committee January 20, and by the 
Actors’ Association council January 21. Thus the two organizations will in future act in con- 
junction on all matters of general interest, consequently things should move more effectively. 
The first result is to start a campaign against kinema producers who have hitherto ignored all 
requests for betterment of crowd work conditions. Therefore a joint mass meeting of the 
Actors’ Association and the Variety Artistes’ Federation has been called for Sunday, February 
20, when, in event of nothing satsfactory being obtained from the producers by March 13, a 
strike ballot will be taken and, if favorable, all members of the Actors’ Association and the 
Variety Artistes’ Federation will be forbidden to work for the recalcitrant firms after March 31. 
By the calling out of principals in film companies the producers must come to heel and discuss 
matters. 

Joint action of the two associations also decided on publishing the names of known bogus 
managers, and joint action to boycott all managements not observing the terms and conditions 
of the Actors’ Association standard contract. Universal satisfaction is expressed by Alfred 
Luge. general secretary of the Actors’ Association, and Monte Bayly, of the Variety Artistes’ 
Federation, in the accomplishment of the cherished dream of joint active management, as it 
means the efficiency and effectivenss of both organizations will be increased by a thousand 


per cent, 
PLEDGE SUPPORT TO SIMULTANEOUS MATINEES 


The mass meeting of the entertainment industry at Drury Lane Theater, January 18, got 
big publicity thru the presence and speech of the Prince of Wales. Sir Arthur Wing Pinero, 
Lord Haig, Earl Beatty, R. H. Gillespie, Albert Voyce of the Variety Artistes’ Federation, Nor- 
man McKinnell of the Actors’ Association, Sir Squire Bancroft and many others spoke, pledging 
to do all possible to make the simultaneous matinees March 31 successful. Much dissatisfaction 
was expressed privately and openly at the treatment of vaudevillians, as the stage was packed 
with West End actors, to the total exclusion of music hall performers. This was not an over- 
sight. as Lady Tree was asked five days before the meeting that at least six seats be given on 
the stage to star music hall performers, such as Harry Lauder, Wilkie Bard, Little Tich, R, A. 
Roberts, Marie Lioyd and others, but the reply was that it was impossible; yet the stage was 
full of Lady Tree's own coterie of friends, altho many vacant chairs were on the stage. Con- 
sequently the vaudeville stars had to crowd into the auditorium where they could, even to pit 
and upper circle. Albert Voyce was almost left out of the speakers’ list until Lady Tree was 
told that his exclusion might jeopardize vaudeville’s support. Again, were it not for the in- 
sistence of R. H. Gillespie and Sir Alfred Bugt that two-thirds of the proceeds be given to the 
men and one-third to the officers, the ‘‘snobocracy"’ of Gerald Du Maurier and others would have 
financially hurt the ex-service rank and file. Sir Alfred's oleaginous speech to the Prince of 
Wales was too sycophantic and out of time with modern sentiments, being reminiscent of 


Harrod's shop walkers. 
V. A. F..S BALANCE SHEET 


The balance sheet of the Variety Artistes’ Federation presented at the fifteenth annual general 
meeting, January 23, shows that the receipts for 1920 were $30,460, and the expenses $26,000. 
Death levy payments amounted to $11,500 and investments $78,900, this, together with floating 
cash, making the total general funds $86,200.

NEGRO ACTCRS’ LEGION 


Formed in Cincinnat: Aims To Elevate 
Colored Actors’ Proiession 


The Negro Actors’ Legion was formed in Cin- 
cinnati last week. The organization is national 
in scope and has for its purpose the betterment 
of the colored performers’ profession Henry 
Drake is president; Clifford Ress, vice-pre sident; 
T. Spencer Finley, treasurer; Irwin Pugesiey, 
financial secretary, and Lew Henry, recording 
secretary. 

The movement was started some few months 
ago and the ideals covered a long-felt want and 
spread with rapid favor among members of ail 
branches of the colored performing field, it jis 
said, Lew W. Henry, tho manager of the 
Lyceum Theater in the Queen City, is regarded 
as one who long has been a staunch supporter of 
anything offering worthy advantage to the actor, 
and he was among those vitally interested in the 
perfection of the new organization. Others who 
worked with him on the idea are F. Finley, 
Drake and Walker, Mills and Friby and Lonie 
Fisher. 

Headquarters, it is understood, are to be es. 
tablished immediately in Cincinnati, and an office 
staff, sufficient to the early requirements of the 
Legion’s work, put in force. A large member- 
ship is expected within a short time. 

Some of the things that will be done by the 
Negro Actors’ Legion, according to Mr. Henry, 
are: To weed out all’ bad talent, to bring to a 
halt the custom of ‘“‘stealing’’ another artist's 
act material, to classify vaudeville acts and ar- 
range for salaries to individuals and organiza- 
tions on a basis proportionate to merit. and to 
generally increase the standard of entertain- 
ment and salaries of the artists, 

“The organization,’’ says Mr, Henry, “will 
help the artists to keep in work and enable 
them to save some money. As it is now they, 
for the most part, receive only enough on which 
to live and carry them to the next stand.”’ 

“The managers have organized,’’ he states 
further, “‘and have expressed a willingness to 
co-operate with the artists. With the artists 
organized such co-operation can be more quickly 
and more effectively applied. And the managers 
also will profit, for acts and shows will be more 
clean, better polished and subject to the rules 
of the artists’ association.”

Ideas in juggling are needed. There is a 
etagnancy of novelties. The salary of the jug- 
gier advances slowly in comparison with the sal- 
aries of the performers in the other lines of the 
theatrical profession. 

It takes many years to learn juggling and 
become experienced before the juggler can origi- 
nate new tricks. Some never create. A few are 
able to improve on old material. Juggling is 
dificult. When well done all tricks look easy. 
The trick that often looks the simplest is prob- 
ably the most difficult.

r. Dealing only with the leading theaters 
the critics have certainly been called upon to 
notice something like a hundred and fifty plays 
of three acts or more, whilst the one-act trifes 
most have exceeded that figure. I regret to 
gay, however, that the Mterary merit of the 
plays produced has shown @ downward instead 
of an upward tendency. To refer to them “en 
bloc,” they have only been of average merit 
and there is absolutely nothing to note of an 
epoch-marking nature. 

It is rather a difficult mutter to express any 
decided opinion as to what class of theatrical 
fare the Germans prefer. Pieces which enjoyed 
jong runs during the last year were generally 
musical comedies and also some comedies of 
satirical tendency of native and foreign manu- 
facture. In short, mostly pieces of a very light 
character. 

The once so popular problem-plays, by the 
band of fine essayists or similar writers, treat- 
tng certain philosophical subjects, often in a 
political and sometimes even original way, 
have ceased to draw. The preference for old 
comedies of the post-classical period seems to 
ghow an attempt at getting away from the hard 
daily struggle of the present and back to “‘the 
good old days.’’ In the main one would be 
within the mark in stating that musica) comedies 
bave become the fashion and are receiving 9 
warm welcome everywhere in this country, while 
with the masses melodrama, well staged, can 
always command large audiences. 


The Germans regard the theatrical amuse- 
ments as part of their pleasure, not merely as 
a means of filling in an evening, and it is, there- 
fore, natural that they should expect something 

In American parlance, ‘‘they want the 
goods.” If the ‘“‘goods’’ are supplied to them the 
play will run till the entire playgoing public 
bas ecen it. If, on the other hand, the per- 
formance does not attain to that quaint, but 
desirable definition, they will, after the first 
night, stay away. A “premiere” in Germeny 
fe an event at which everybody seems anxious 
to assist, There is nothing the German—and 
the Berliner especially—prides himself on more 
than his independent point of view, and, no 
matter how well boomed an entertainment may 
be, if it is not to his taste he will not have 
it, and nothing on earth can make him have it. 
The premieres, therefore, have become a strange 
kind of society function, at which certain circles 
create a noisy battle for and against the play 
and the author. Such painful scenes contribute 
nothing towards showing Berlin to be @ center 
of culture. 

The theaters of this city are showing two 
distinct tendencies: On the one hand the change 
{ato purely commercial management on capital- 
istic basis; on the other hand there is the de- 
velopment of the ‘‘Volksbuchnen” (people's thea- 
ters), which, at comparatively low prices, give 
their public—mostly the lower middle classes— 
& changing repertory of classical and also amuse- 
Ment plays, and even sometimes premieres. The 
Patrons of these theaters follow the careers of 
individual] artists and the profession generally 
with a good deal of interest, and are not slow 
to appreciate good acting when they see it. 
Some specially interesting performances of older 
works may be mentioned here, such as the 
Sumerous cycles of Schiller’s plays. 


Some of the legitimate theaters, under private 
Management, are starring ordinary entertainers 
{a the place of great Players, and are forming 
companies for each single run instead of em- 
Dloying stock companies accustomed to play to- 
gether and to keep up a certain style and tra- 
dition. 

As a rule, however, a careful ensemble is made 
& particular point in this country, German 
Dlays are written not for ‘‘stars,"? but for whole 
Companies of actors. The author knows that 
Such and such an actor will play the lover, that 
certain others will take the roles of the father, 
the notary, the valet; that certain actresses will 
create the parts of the coquet, the soubret, the 
Ingenue. He knows that the director will only 
entrust members of his company with such parts 
88 are well within their province, 


The American stage owes its prestige rather 
to the talent of a few brilliant individualities 
than to the distinction of ensemble. There the 
Olays are written for certain actors, and the 
Secondary parts are made to eerve the Purpose 
of throwing up the “star.” A great drawback 
with the majority of the German actors and 
Actresses is the fact that they are one-part 


artists, having made a close study of one class 
Zang only and having little or no versa- 
y.

M. P. AND MUSICAL INTERESTS 
Gather in First National Conference— 


Men and Women Prominent in 
the Two Fields Attend 


New York, Jan. 24.—At the Hotel Astor at 
10 o’clock today the first national conference 
of motion picture and musical interests was 
opened by Charles D. Isaacson, well-known 
Mr. Isaacson 
briefly addressed the audience, consisting of men 
and women prominent in the motion picture and 
musical world, and representative of all sec 
tions of the United States, and outlined the 
purpose of the conference, 


Samuel Rothapfel was called upon first for an 
address on “‘Picture Showmanship Thru Musfe,”* 
but had hardly started ere he was called away 
because of the sudden illness of a member of 
his family. The meeting proceeded with a most 
interesting address by John C. Freund on the 
subject ‘““The Musical Fraternity Becomes the 
Ally of the Picture Theater.”” He gave some 
excellent advice, which, if heeded by exhibitors 
and music men as well, will do much toward 
improving music in the motion picture theaters. 


Ernest R. Vogt, of the Boston Music Com- 
pany, discussed ‘Picture Music and Musicians 
of the Future,’® and brought out very forcefully 
the need of interesting music conservatories 
thruout the country in the urgent need of mu- 
sicians and directors for positions in motion 
picture theater orchestras. His talk was fol- 
lowed by open discussion by several men in the 
audience, a report on which will be made in the 
next issue of The Billboard. 

Mr. Isaacson next talked concerning the tax 
on music, and presented Mr. Rosenthal, of the 
American Society of Authors, Composers and 
Writers, who explained the music tax and 
answered the query made by the conference, 
namely: “‘Is the society sincere in giving posi- 
tive assurance that the music tax will never be 
prohibitive?’”” Mr. Rosenthal informed the con- 
ference that the society had gone on record with 
the statement that the music tax will continue 
at the present rate, namely, ten cents per 
seat per year in motion picture theaters. Mr, 
Rosenthal’s talk evoked spirited opposition 
from Mr. Winkler of Belwin, Inc., and Mr.

G. K. C. wrote a play, “Magic.” He 
does not talk much about it, tho it is 
said to be not bad for an expert in 
paradox like himself. That is not an 
unusal reticence. George Jean Nathan 
is not ballyhooing over his “The 
Eternal Question,” which enjoyed a 
run of one consecutive dress rehearsal 
at a playhouse not a million miles 
from Broadway a few years back. 


BUT to return to Chesterton. 
this extraordinary confession: 

Asked about his visit to this coun- 
try the English writer said there was 
very little he could say now, but he 
would have more when he was thru. 
“And this is not because I have so few 
ideas—I have enough of those—but 
I fancy they are all quite wrong. It 
seemed to me it would have been too 
absurd never to have come to America, 
if only for a day. I have come to see 
this country and to talk, to give in- 
adequate after-dinner speeches known 
as lectures. I do not know what I 
shall say until the time comes. I 
am a journalist and so am vastly ig- 
norant of many things, but because I 
am a journalist I write and talk about 
them all.”

DID ever so frank a visitor come to 
our shores? Welcome, thrice wel- 
come! 


NEXT to the quality of trustworthi- 
ness the quality I admire most in 
people is pluck. That is the reason 
I have respect for Grace La Rue. I 
don’t know her, but I know something 
of her theatrical history. <A _ better 
example of spirited determination to 
improve the quality and kind of one’s 
work is hardly to be found among peo- 
ple of the stage. All sorts of things 
contribute to prominence in the con- 
stricted world of the theater—family 
prestige, financial influence, managerial 
patronage and an assortment of ether 
details which need not be gone into. 
They are not the only things which 
afe responsible for success, but they 
have a potent influence. Miss La Rue 
has had none of these things. What 
she has gained has been the result of 
dogged, unflinching work and an in- 
domitable courage. I can remember 


seeing her a long time ago a gangling 
young woman with no great personal 
beauty and no special quality of voice 
doing a vaudeville act in which there 
was a herd of pickaninnies. The turn 
was a lot of noise, considerable dan- 
cing and plenty of action on the part 
of the “picks.” It was all very crude 
and trying. Chaperoning a bunch of 
“picks” around the vaudeville circuit 
is no easy job. Certainly it was nota 
field calculated to stimulate ambition 
or develop artistry. Miss La Rue did 
not stay in the varieties. She wanted 
to do something better. She wanted 
to make something of her voice. Her 
associates in musical comedy into 
which she had gone laughed derisive- 
ly. “You'll never make it,” they said. 
The ice water pitcher is an omni- 
present experience in the theatrical 
business, and there is usually a cynical 
hand ready to dash its contents over 
aspirations. Miss La Rue didn’t re- 
espond to the cold water cure. She dis- 
appeared in Europe for a time, she 
studied, she took instruction and she 
worked like the drudge she plays in 
the first act of ‘Dear Me.” Presently 
she returned to the concert stage 
at Aeolian Hall a finished singer 
with a fine voice, who demanded and 
got a respectful hearing. A consid- 
erable leap from pickaninnies and the 
vaudeville stage to the concert plat- 
form. 


Her trained voice got her a new and 
more prominent place in the musical 
show. She became a headliner in the 
vaudeville where years before she had 
been a number two act and hardly 
regarded as an important feature of 
the program. The critics and the 
managers agreed that she had become 
an accomplished singer, but she could 
not act. She never would be able to 
act they said. Miss ‘La Rue said 
nothing, but she made up her mind 
she would Lecome an actress. It 
meant more hard work, more discour- 
agement, more slavery, but she had 
the same invincible determination 
to do what she had set out to do. It 
was only by the merest chance tnat 
her present play got produced at all. 
None of the managers could see her 
in the part. But one man, while being 
shaved in a barber chair, listened and 
the play was put on. It ran the 
greater part of last season in Chicago. 
Now Miss La Rue is on Broadway. 
She is not yet a great actress. She 
still retains much of the crudeness of 
her past theatrical environment. But 
she is getting on. She’works as no 
one on the stage works except Fred 
Stone and Harland Dixon. If hard 
study, willingness to learn and to be 
taught and grit will do it Grace La 
Rue is going to mount steadily in the 
scale of prominence and consideration 
and achievement. It must have been 
a bitter struggle for her. Many an- 
other woman, or man for that mat- 
ter, would long ago have been content 
with prosperous mediocrity. Only a 
being who has the genuine artistic 
impulse could have done what she 
has already accomplished. She de- 
serves every bit of success she can 
have because she has worked and 
fought and endured for it. May it 
grow steadily greater and may her 
struggle be an inspiration and a source 
of encouragement to other girls of tal- 
ent whose future is still in the mak- 
ing. I admire pluck. My hat is off 
to Miss La Rue. May she live long 
and prosper! 


THE idea ought to be smashed that 
because a play is “realistic” it gives 
authors the right to use language 


which offends not only those who are 
willing to put up with almost anything 
for the sake of art but also those who 
without being mock modest believe in 
a certain amount of artistic restraint. 
It is a shame for a man of such un- 
qualified talent as Eugene O'Neill to 
write jnto the mouth of his characters 
in “Diffrent” phrases that not only 
create a feeling of nausea in those 
who have to listen to them, but geri- 
ously impair the value of the play 
itself, Granted the “regular army” 
bum, of which Benny is the faithful 
example, uses the expression “For 
Christ’s sake” every other minute. 
That is no excuse for permitting him 
to do so on the stage. There are fifty 
phrases which fall from the profes- 
sional] soldier’s mouth filthier than the 
one quoted. They are more common, 
picturesque and vivid than that, but 
no one would consider them legiti- 
mate means of character drawing. 
Ordinary functioning of the human 
body is certainly “true to life.” They 
are “realistic” with a capital R, but 
the most rabid realist would not use 
them even on the ground that art to 
be art must be true to life. If it is 
necessary to reproduce all the opera- 
tions and expressions in everyday ex- 
istence in order to be realistically 
artistic let us have them all, not a 
selected few. The sooner Mr. O'Neill 
learns that it is unnecessary to repeat 
or exhibit everything that happens or 
is said in life the quicker his work will 
have a wider appeal and more general 
approbation. Vulgarity is not neces- 
sarily realism nor is it ever art. To 
quote the familiar proverb, “A spade 
is a spade, but there is no need to 
call it a blankety-blank shovel.” 

Unbathed Greenwich Village will 
accept Benny’s oath but no one else 
will. I have my doubts whether Mr. 
O'Neill would endure it in his own 
home.

Ig it 
because you, like most critics, are from 
the outside looking in and not of the 
inside?

Broadway is the home of the most 
unbelievable things, and the theatrical 
and vaudeville business is the house 
and abiding place of impossible yet 
true, incredible but veracious stories 
which out-Munchausen Baron Mun- 
chausen. 

Many of the facts in the theatrical 
business if I did not know myself I 
should certainly believe to be in- 
credible. Some of them which per- 
haps you do not know are “The Story 
of the Manager, the Lady Star and the 
White Bear Skin Rug,’ ’“The Stealing 
of a Cage of Lions,” “The Abduction 
of a Dwarf.” Did you ever hear of 
these stories? 

Did you ever hear the story of two 
men in the hotel room waiting for the 
other man to come to the door and 
say “Yes” or “No” and so end an 
actors’ strike? 

If I ever meet you I might tell them 
to you, but you could not print them. 

Did you ever hear of anything more 
incredible than myself writing in the 
columns of The Billboard? And yet 
that’s true. 

Did you ever hear of the lamb that 
bit Henry Irving? 

I suppose you will say all these are 
incredible and yet each one of them 
is true. 


Perhaps Alfred Jingle, Jr.. who has 
apparently come to life again in your 
excellent columns from the pages of 
Dickens, might inform you. 

Oh! By the by! Do you know Dick- 
ens makes one of his characters say 
that the way to make money is to 
write a book about America, slam- 
ming, knocking and criticising Ameri- 
cans? You will find that quotation 
very closely connected with the proto- 
type anG father of Alfred Jingle, Jr.

The peoble wf De- 
mosthenes should he instantly put on 
the “prop” list of “The Green God- 
dess” and a series of early morning 
rehearsals given with it for the ulti- 
mate benefit of those who really pay 
the salaries of actors and who are at 
least entitled to hear what the play 
is all about.

The vital disease which has been 
draining the blue blood out of Bridge- 
port’s (Conn.) social ideal has long been 
to me a mystery as great as the real 
cause of cancer to the Mayo Brothers 
of Rochester, Minn. I have always 
wondered just what it was which dis- 
tinguished real first family Bridge- 
porters from all other original Wooden 
Nutmegs of the State. I found out 
thru Dudley Quail, the young stage 
Johnny in “Dear Me,” who hails from 
the home of Simon Lake and Wheeler 
and Wilson. 

According to Dudley, who chased the 
“Dear Me” troupe from Stamford to 
New Haven to Hartford and other well- 
known show “dog towns” because he 
was in love with the leading lady, no 
Bridgeport society gent ever takes con- 
densed milk in his tea. It simply is not 
done—in Bridgeport. The Bridgeport 
social manual of arms, interpreted by 
Dudley Quail, may permit you to soften 
the bite of your tea with a squirt of 
Chip’s Celebrated Cheshire Cider 
Brandy or a dash of Potassium Cyanide 
or a moth ball or two, but never, never, 
never with the fruit of the canned cow, 

That has nothing to do with the play? 
Perhaps to you it has not, but there are 
moments when the call of the native 
heath drowns out the voices of the 
mimic world. I am a Nutmeger my- 
self. To me, therefore, the item of 
greatest interest in “Dear Me” was the 
dagnosis of what ailed Bridgeport. I 
know now. In pure joy over the dis- 
covery I set it down. 

Everything about the play is so Con- 
necticutty one wonders why the Home 
for Artistic and Literary Failures was 
Not located within its confines. But I 
suppose Winchell Smith, permanent ad- 
dress Farmington, Conn., who doctored 
the piece for its New York presenta- 
tion, has some local pride left. It is 
bad enough to have to prescribe for 
“Dear Me,” but, doubtless remember- 
ing that he has a home and a reputa- 
tion in Farmington, Mr. Smith could 
Not sanction locating the Home for 
Failures in Connecticut. “Dear Me” is 
& rehash of all the glad-bad-glad plays 
of the last few years. Its principal char- 
acter is called April. April is an awful 
month any place in New England, to 
Say nothing of Connecticut. She is a 
drudge in the institootion above men- 
tioned, and she has all the lovely char- 
acteristics of Peg o° My Heart, Mary 
G. Baker Fddy, the Lady who invented 
the International Sunshine Society, and 
Bonesetter Reese. She is so unhappy 
trying to make everyone else happy, a 
not uncommon predicament long real- 
ized by the Innocent Bystander, that 
she writes letters to herself, beginning 
“Dear Me,” colon, dash, new line. She 
also answers them herself. All this in 
& home in whose dining room hangs a 
Portrait of the founder, who bears an 
extraordinary resemblance to the late 
Henry Clay Frick. Of course, the son 
Pulte counder, for whom the old man 
Merete wares so he would know where 
© & ring boy was nights, comes 

® place disguised as a failure. You 


how he is not a failure the minute you 
See how beautifully vaselined his hair 


is. April should have known right then 
and there that he was a fake when she 
saw the vaseline, but she didn’t. She 
is driven out by the hard-hearted ma- 
tron, and the fiddle player, on whose’ 
wrist she has done the Bonesetter 
Reese job, goes with her. Vaseline 
Head trails along. Then what do you 
suppose happens? Edgar Craig, the 
founder’s son, decides to become a real 
flop in life. So he not only writes a 
play, but builds a theater to be sure he 
is going to get it into New York. That 
is really the only way a playwright 
can get a theater nowadays, write a 
drama and build a theater to put it in. 
Of course April doesn’t know all this 
time who Edgar is. She doesn’t dream 
that he wrote the show and that he 
owns a theater in which it is to make 
the hit of her life. All she knows is 
that she kinda likes him and that his 
hair will not lie down until vaselined. 
You would never believe that in the 
finish she finds it all out, and that all 
the failures leave the home and become 
Broadway successes, and that her pet 
geraniums do not die after all. You 
never would. It’s all so subtle. Just 
as subtle as a plumber’s bill for over- 
time. 

Miss La Rue is steadily improvirg. 
She is neither a great actress nor a 
hopeless actress. As soon as she real- 
izes her limitations and cultivates them 
she will do well. You can hear what 
what she says and she looks anc acts 
humanely. Hale Hamilton is the son 
who does it all. In spite of his playing 
of one or two comedy scenes with 
skill, there is nothing conspicuously 
above mediocrity in his work. His 
vaselined hair is unforgivable. He 
might at least have waited until the last 
act to smear it on. Only a millionaire 
could afford vaseline hair tonic at the 
present price of gasoline. A failure 
would not have the price of a bottle. 
That is the reason the audience sus- 
pects he is not what he seems to be on 
the jump. Robert Fisher is excellent 
as the fiddle player, and Camilla Crume 
is a typical boss of drudges. The rest 
of the cast has nothing especial to do. 
Miss La Rue sings several songs 
charmingly. The best thing about “Dear 
Me” is that it is clean, tho ordinary, 
and that it contributes to the sum of 
human knowledge the fact that the 
best families of Bridgeport never take 
condensed milk in their tea—PAT- 
TERON JAMES.

“I et enough today to choke a horse,” 
said a fat woman in a thick fur coat 
as she walked down the isle before the 
curtain rose on “Wake Up, Jonathan,” 
at the Henry Miller Theater. The lady 
must have been warned beforehand of 
the onslaught to be made on her sensi- 
bilities. I wish I had. I might not 
have “et” enough to choke a horse, but 
I know that after watching the show 
I felt exactly as if I swallowed the 
horse, hoofs and all. 

“Wake Up, Jonathan” is enough to 
give anyone except the Fiske worship- 
ers a violent attack of mental indiges- 
tion. The play has a good idea. 

A “big business” pirate leaves his 
wife and children to chase yellow gold 


comtesses up and down creation. Then 
comes back Christmas Eve expecting 
to be greeted by a connubial brass band, 
with his wife serving as drum major. 
His disillusionment and regeneration 
makes the play. 

Hatcher Hughes and Elmer Rice, 
formerly Reizenstein, have told the 
story like a vaudeville talking act, with 
the exception that instead of @ straight 
man and a comedian, all the members 
of the cast, and especially Charles 
Dalton, serve as feeders for Mrs. Fiske, 
as the wife and mother. The dialog is 
a series of cross-fire gags, with Mrs. 
Fiske shrugging and wiggling her 
shoulders in the best Fiskean manner 
to put the point over and getting all 
the laughs. The tempo of the piece 
when Fiske and Dalton talking act 
(minus the rolled up newspaper), get 
into the Hughes-Reizenstein routine, is 
that of a rip-snorting farce comedy. 
Marion Blake is presumed to be a de- 
voted mother. Her children are the 
one consolation of her life after she and 
Jonathan have decided to go their sep- 
arate ways. Mrs. Fiske is as maternal 
as an incubator. There is not a spark 
of warmth in her entire attitude toward 
the children. When she speaks to them 
she addresses them as if they were a 
public meeting. When she permits 
herself to touch them, it is with the 
aloofness of a professional uplifter em- 
bracing a dirty, smelly slum waif. Her 
entire performance is frozen stiff, and 
premeditatedly stiff, too. It is no good 
saying that the character itself is to 
blame. It is not. 


Marion Blake affords a great chance 
to an actress who can display a sense 
of motherliness in her attitude. Mrs. 
Fiske’s hard bitten, almost shrewish 
comedy traits can not be woven suc- 
cessfully into the woman the authors 
have written. Her Marion Blake barges 
like a female bishop on the war path. 
The marvel is that any man, even a 
corsair of high finance (who, by the 
by, offers his children oodles of money 
if they will not hang un their stockings 
Christmas Eve and if they will abandon 
the Santa Claus heresy) ever wanted to 
make up with such a woman 
as Mrs. Fiske makes his wife. I am 
sure any old kind of princess or com- 
tesse, even Chinese or Choctaw, would 
have been a more amiable companion. 
All this is rank heresy, of course. We 
have, like all snobs, set up @ high 
Olympus of the theater and picked out 
our favorites for election to jobs of the 
gods and goddesses. However, what- 
ever they act, it is all right. Mrs. 
Fiske has apparently been chosen by 
her devotees to be Pallas Athene. May- 
be she is, but her Marion Blake cer- 
tainly is not. 


Charles Dalton is the husband who 
would rather make a hundred million 
dollars than listen to his wife talk, talk, 
talk. His performance is not distin- 
guished by subtlety, but he is at least 
human, and he makes a great feeder 
for the star. So completely does Mrs. 
Fiske absorb all the laughs that the 
half dozen direct hits which Jonathan 
scores off her get nothing at all. How- 
ard Lang plays a dreamer who has 
loved Marion all these “yers,” even tho 
she passed him up for Jonathan wher 
they were both candidates for her hand. 
That is what any one would have to be 
for Mrs. Fiske’s “Marion,” a candidate. 
Mr. Lang has the voice mannerisms 
of the days “when plays were plays 
and actorrs were actorrrs.” Marion 
says he was not too proud to fight, a 
remark doubtless called forth by the 
fact that he wears the overcoat of a 
Red Cross captain. How come—too 
proud to fight! Helen Holt, as Marion’s 
marriageable daughter, is the latest addi- 
tion to the corps of ingenues who speak 
in the conservatory manner, and Flem- 
ing Ward, her unsuccessful suitor, is 
very actory. Donald Cameron is more 
natural] than either, and Frank Hearn, 
Lois Bartlett and Naddia Gary are child 
actors who do everything but act like 
children. Freddie Goodrow, as a little 
French refugee orphan, is the very best 
thing in the whole show. He is a boy, 
he never acts, and his mere presence 


devils, Japanese princesses and F -ench almost reconciles one to the everything 


else. The play is preceded by a clumsy 
fable, interpreted by marionets, not 
well handled. 

“Wake Up, Jonathan” is the female 
“Daddy Dumplins.” Mr. Kipling says 
the female of the species is more deadly 
than the male. In this particular case 
Tll say she is—PATTERSON JAMES.

There is always joy in the world of 
the theater when a critic writes a play. 
Managers whose offerings he has put on 
the griddle in the past, brother authors 
whose brain children he has butchered 
and other critics who disagree with his 
canons of judgment all assemble to 
have @ hack at the thing on the stage. 
It happens, not infrequently, that a 
good critic writes a bad play. Then 
the loud timbrel of derision sounds, the 
vitriol is uncorked, the poison pens 
sharpened up, and a pleasant time is 
had by all except the unlucky wight 
who has written the drama. We have 
had a few conspicuous instances of that 
sort of thing in New York. If it is true 
that no one loves a critic, it is doubly 
true that whatever he writes has to be 
twice as good as that of the casual of- 
fender’s in order to get a fair treat- 
ment. 

In the case of William Archer, the 
distinguished Englishman of letters and 
criticism, who wrote “The Green God- 
dess,” in which George Arliss opened 
at the Booth Theater last week, the 
unexpected has happened. “The Green 
Goddess” is not a great play, but the 
critics admit that it is an interesting 
melodrama, with a transparent plot, and 
that it furnishes thrills and entertain- 
ment. You do not have to be endowed 
with preternatural powers of analysis 
to tell what is going to happen next in 
“The Green Goddess,” but you wait for 
it, which is almost as good as not 
knowing what to expect. In a musical] 
show it is even better, because the next 
thing is usually awful 

Given an Indian Rajah, who has been 
educated in the civilization of the West 
and whose three brothers have been ar- 
rested for murdering an Englishman, 
and into whose craggy domain in the 
Himalayas two men and a woman drop 
from a smashed airplane, it isn’t hard 
to figure out what the Rajah is going 
to do to his three unexpected but wel- 
come visitors. Throw in the additional 
information that the Rajah has an up- 
to-date harem and that the English 
lady, in love with a scientist instead of 
her whisky-swilling husband, is very 
pretty, and you can imagine what hap- 
pens. Not that Iam going to tell. Peo- 
ple who tell the plots of plays and the 
stories enclosed in books should be 
thrown out the window one hundred 
feet to the rocks below, as is the ras- 
cally cockney valet of the Rajah of 
Rukh.

‘We suppose everybody is aware by this time 
of the letter we sent to the Producing Managers’ 
Association demanding the expulsion of the 
Messrs, Shubert from that body. This letter 
was accompanied by a categorical list of charges 
which were grouped under certain heads affect- 
ing companies as a whole and large numbers of 
our people. The ne¥t day we held a meeting 
filled to overflowing with the Producing Mana- 
gers’ Association, when we were asked to prove 
these charges. Instead, we demanded that the 
charges be specifically answered. As this would 
take some time the Messrs. Shubert asked that 
the meeting be adjourned for five days. In the 
Meantime a committee of the A. E. A. and the 
Messrs. Shubert bave been meeting to go into 
the matter in detail and, if possible, to arrive 
at some plan which will prevent, in future, a 
recurrence of the causes of complaint. 

The rote which the Dramatists’ Guild took 
against the ‘Equity Shop,”’ which was 20 to 11, 
6eems to us a most unfriendly, not to say are- 
courteous, act on the part of a sister organiza- 
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tion, We would think that the house cleaning 
which the Equity is undertaking would appeal 
strongly to the Dramatists’ Guild. They make 
their living by the theater and, therefore, if 
they are not altogether selfish, the welfare of 
the men and women who spend their lives in 
portraying the dramatists’ characters should be 
of interest to them. But not a single suggestion 
oF even aympathetic comment came along these 
lines, Their alleged ‘rights’? had been ‘‘in- 
vaded"’ and that was apparently sufficient cause 
to make them issue a condemnation of our pro- 
posed policy. The Dramatists’ Committee also 
accuses us of being un-American, If endeavor- 
ing to secure ourselves against injustice and 
predatory force, defending our lawful rights, 
collecting money due us which we have earned 
and forcing to their knees business buccaneers 
who would defraud us be un-American then the 
dramatists are welcome to the term. As for us, 
we do not know any Americans who willingly 
tolerate injustice or oppression. They didn't in 
1776. They won't now. 


At the dinner given by the Society of Arts 
and Sciences in honor of the Actors’ Equity As- 
sociation at the Biltmore Hotel on January 16 
a very large number of people were present, The 
following made addresses: Laurette Taylor, 
Mary Shaw, Francis Wilson, John Emerson, Wil- 
ton Lackaye, Reymond Hitchcock, Julius Tan- 
nen, Frank Gillmore, R. H, Burnside, Arnold 
Daly and Frank Bacon. Mr. De Wolf Hopper 
was toastmaster, 

John Emerson is to be congratulated upon his 
straightforward advocacy of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. He pointed out quite success- 
fully, we think, that the A. F. of L. is a con- 
servative body and that, if the reactionaries of 
the country were to cripple its strerngth, the 
country might have to face a number of radical 
morements which would have @ very dangerous 
effect. 


In a friendly conference with Morris Gest he 
agreed to pay his ‘‘Chu Chin Chow’ Company 
for the loss of one night in Victoria, B. C. It 
appears *that the traveling manager was un- 
acquainted with the conditions of the Equity 
contract, 

We secured a further $350 for a member 
who had a season’s contract with Al Woods, the 
period of which had not expired, and who had 
accepted a $500 disposition. 

On Tuesday, January 11, we attended Court in 
the first case against the Krellburg Productions 
and won it. This case being for an amount un- 
der $100, it carried with it a jail sentence, un- 
less judgment was gatisfied, 

We have a claim of another company which 
accepted a 20 per cent reduction for four weeks 
with the understanding that the original sal- 
aries should be paid if the company continued 
after that period, but if it closed at the end of 
four weeks the 20 per cent reduction was to be 
returned. It did close, and now the traveling 
manager, so we are informed, refuses to return 
the amount of the cut. This matter will be 
taken up as soon as our people get back to New 
York, 

F. ©. Whitney, against whom we have had 
several claims in the past and who recently took 
out ‘‘Glorianna,’’ has been served with sum- 
monses for back salaries for all members of 
this company. 

We had one manager in our office last week 
who claimed that his understanding of the con- 
tract was that his company could open and give 
two or three performances for nothing as a try- 
out. He also professed absolute ignorance about 
the basic condition that eight performances con- 
stitute a week's work. Need we say he has been 
enlightened? 

We have a complaint from a New York mana- 
ger against an actor who had a run-of-theplay 
contract and yet endeavored to leave the man- 
agement by giving a two weeks’ notice. This 
is reprehensible and must be stopped. We can- 
not expect to make managers live up to their 
agreements if we don't insist upon our members 
doing likewise. —FRANK GILLMORE, Executive 
Secretary.

The Musical Art Society of Cleveland, 0., has 
taken a step which might well be followed by 
other musical organizations thruout the country. 
That is, it has engaged members of the Cleve- 
Jand Symphony Orchestra to give instruction in 
music to members of the Glendale High School, 
and al] expenses are defrayed by the society, 
Daily instruction is given for all instruments, 
from violin to flute or piccolo to tuba. The 
students buy their own instruments, but the 
echool furnishes a room in which the instruction 
is given, and forty minutes a day is devoted to 
the study of music under the direction of these 
expert musicians. Thru this errangement pupils 
are afforded opportunity to continue their mu- 
gical education entirely free of any expense, 
and, as all pupils must be earnest workers or be 
suspended from the class, it can readily be 
geen that this should lead to the preparation 
of a number of prospective orchestra players, 
and thus one more link is added to the chain 
toward Americanizing our symphony orchestras. 
Musical organizations such as the Musical Art 
Society of Cleveland would do well to sponsor 
similar work in other cities thruout the United 
States.

*“*‘Look Out Ere’’ Max Field, the featured He- 
brew comic, made his entrance astride Black 
Bess, who appeared more like an undertaker’s 
chaser than a fox chaser. Anyway, Max’s ap- 
pearance was sufficient for an outburst of ap- 
plause from the audience. Harry O'Neil, a 
sartorial straight and the fastest feeder of en- 
lightening English that we have ever seen in 
burlesque, staged a pofsoned water, would-be- 
suicide bit to cure his Sweetheart Dolly of her 
jealousy of a rival, and Comie Max capped the 
climax by drinking the poisoned water and 


dying a bur-le-que death that was highly ames- 
ing. 

Comic Max and Prima Stella, in a punch 
bowl drinking bout, were good for numerous 
laughs from jagletted Stella and the audience, 
whe laughed at her and with both Max and her 
for their funny lines and actions. Straight 
O'Neil staged a “‘disgust the ladies” bit with 
the aid of Comic Max and his co-comic, Frank 
Anderson, a neat appearing Irishman, typical 
of the real thing, and what those designing 
Dukes did at a table session with Primas Dolly 
and Stella kept the audience in an uproar of 
laughter. 

Comics Max and Frank then appeared in 
evening dress suits and got a big laugh in @ 
dialog with Straight O'Neil when he requested 
Max to discard an umbrella by Max causing 
it to collapse into an opera hat. In front of a 
drop in one Fred Trust, at piano, and Morton 
Beck, vocalizing, merited the several encores 
accorded their original conception of putting jagz 
into several popular songs of the day.

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REVUES 
Seem To Have Had Their Day 


And Real Musical Comedy Is 
Coming Into Its Own— 
Public Welcomes 
Change 


The present season in New York has been 
notable for a return to musical comedy with a 
book and a departure from the “‘revue’’ form 
of entertainment. The latter has been promi- 
nent for the last few seasons, but is honored 
this season ‘‘more in the breach than in the 
observance.”’ 

It is a welcome change. Of all the musical 
shows now playing on Broadway only two are 
strictly of the “revue” type. These are “The 
Greenwich Village Follies,” a holdover from 
last season, and the new “‘Tassing Show" at 
the Winter Garden. The latter house seems 
to be irrevocably committed to this type of 
entertainment and is doubtless unsuited for 
any other. The rest of the theaters housing 
musical shows are exhibiting plays with books. 
Some adhere strictly to the story and some 
wander, but all are musical comedies and not 
“revues.” Perhaps the latter form of enter- 
tainment will enjoy a renascence for the sum- 
mer season, but right now nobody shows any 
eigns of producing one. 

The biggest hit in the musical comedy line 
at the present writing is “Sally,” at the New 
’ Amsterdam. This piece tells a fairly con- 
sistent story and is a real departure from the 
form of entertainment with which Flo Ziegfeld 
has beén principally identified in the past. All 
the Dilingham shows have had books this sea- 
son, tho in the case of “‘Tip-Top” it has 
been carefully fitted for Fred Stone’s require- 
: ments, “Irene,” with the best story of all, 

has passed its 500th performance and shows 
no signs of stopping—or even slowing up. 

It looks as tho the public was ready to wel- 
come a musical show which has at least some 
semblance of an appeal to its intelligence, in- 
6tead of the vapid hodge-podge with which it 
has been surfeited for the last few years. The 
chilly reception handed the vaudeartists who 
attempted ‘‘revues’’ last season has probably 
bad something to do with it. It is known 
that one of the finest musical show producers 
has decided that operetta and straight musical 
comedies were going to be the money-winners 
this season and has backed his hunch with 
gratifying results. And the rest of the pro- 
ducers seem to feel the same way. 

That the straight musical comedy is back— 
and back with a wallop—is not only gratifying 
to note, but it must be a source of satisfaction 
‘ to those musical show writers and compvosers 
who take pride in their work. If they are, 
and the managers see that the public responds 
to their efforts, it won’t be long before we 
see a decided improvement in the grade of 
show offered. Then, perhaps, someone will go 
aebit further and give us a book with a guodly 
share of satire in it, a field of writing to 
which the musical comedy lover is most re- 
sponsive, tf wel] done. It looks as tho it were 
coming. May the day be not too long.—G. W.

Mr. Levy has carved for himself and associ- 
ates an enviable reputation among colored peo- 
ple in America by successfully operating thea- 
ters among us and bringing a higher tone when 
he introduced high-class Broadway dramatic and 
other productions by colored actors.

Its four floors 
fill a long-felt want by providing twenty suites 
of offices for the professional men of the race, 
and the theater, with its seating capacity of 
750, is intended as a place of amusement where 
the better element of the race may witness sat- 
isfactory forms of entertainment with the com- 
fort and ease of mind not always otherwise 
possible. 

“It bas been necessary,"’ Mr. Cross stated, 
“to experiment a bit before determining the 
permanent policy of the house. We have now 
arrived at the conclusion that a policy of ad- 
vanced vaudeville, with a good picture, will best 
meet the taste of our public and enable them to 
enjoy such artists of the race as have acquired 
metropolitan distinction. I have arranged with 
Robert Slater, secretary of the C. V. B. A., at 
122 West 130th street, to represent the house 
here and select acts and sketches for the At- 
tucks.” 

While Mr. Cross did not make the statement 
to that effect, the interview discloses that there 
is every reason to believe that several other 
houses within easy reach of Norfolk will find 
it advantageous to avail themselves of these 
acts while they are in the tidewater territory.

Thirty-eight new members joined the Chorus 
Equity in the past week. 

For some time past members of the Chorus 
Equity bave complained that they were not get- 
ting the Equity conditions while playing in com- 
panies owned and managed by the Messrs. Shp- 
bert—they complained that extra performances 
were not paid for, that Equity contracts were not 
issued and that there was discrimination shown 
against Equity members in the matter of engag- 
ing by the Shubert frm. We did not take action on 
unfounded rumors and for that reason we waited 
until we had obtained what we considered ab. 
solute proof of the charges brought by our 
members. With that proof in our possession 
the matter was brought before the Producing 
Managers’ Association. The organization js 
bow conducting negotiations with the Messrs, 
Shubert which, undoubtedly, will be absolutely 
satisfactory to our membership. A settlement 
will not be made on any other basis than one 
which will insure Equity provisions to the 
members of the Chorus Equity playing in the 
Shubert companies and which will insure also 
a fair representation of Equity members in all 
these companies. By next week we hope to 
be able to give a complete report of the fina: 
settlement, 

Do you like to pay an agent's commission? 
Tf not why do you register with agents rather 
than with your own engagement bureau’ This 
department has been growing rapidly. We have 
cast a number of New York shows. Of course, 
all our calls are not for New York productions. 
But neither are all the calls in the agents’ 
offices. Register here and you may keep your 
entire salary for yourself. 

Members of the Chorus Equity hare com- 
plained that in the case of a particular man- 
agement the provisions of the Chorus Equity 
contract were not observed. .And the Chorus 
Equity has taken steps to insure the observance 
of the contract by the particular management 
in question. And here is another side to that 
question—we insist that every management live 
up to our contract—we must also insist that 
every member of the Chorus Equity. live up to 
that contract, Those of you who have had 
considerable experience in the business can 
appreciate the hundred per cent better conditions 
that the Equity has obtained for the profession, 
But you cannot demand honor and fair dealing 
from another without giving it yourself. When 
you insist, or we insist for you, that after ten 
days of rebearsal a management cannot let 
you go without paying you two weeks’ salary 
consider also the side of the manager who thinks 
that he has his company all set and ready to 
open when he suddenly discovers that one or two 
or three or maybe half a dozen chorus girls, 
after signing the Chorus Equity contract, have 
decided not to go with the company. The mana- 
ger can force you, under your contract, to pay 
him back the equivalent of two weeks’ salary. 
Changing your name and joining another com- 
pany won't help you very much either—becanse 
news travels fast in the profession, and those 
members of the association who are trying 
honestly to lve up to all the rules of the asso 
ciation are not going to let you hide amoog 
them while your association is being weakened 
because you were not a good enough sport to 
live up to the agreement you made. Keep your 
contract and we will see that the manager keeps 
his.—DOROTHY BRYANT, Executive Secre-

Is this enough to prove to Actors what Mana- 
gers think of them? They are just cattle brought 
for the inspection of the multitude, or, like the 
gladiators in the Roman Coliseum, depend upon the 
fickle fancy of the crowd for the week’s engagement, 
after having paid their own fares and expenses to 
Indianapolis. 


If another example is wanted it is found in cir- 
culars distributed in Nashville, Tenn., in a column 
statementin a paper known as ‘‘Loew’s Weekly” (the

FACTS ABOUT FAKES 


By CLAY SMITH 

There bas been euch a drive for truthful ad- 
Vertising among the advertising clubs the past 
few years that many of the brazen advertised 
fakes have been put out of commission because 
the better class metropolitan dailies refused 
their ads. Some of the States have even leg- 
fisiated against this evil in respect to patent 
medicines until now it is claimed 87 per cent 
of all] the “cure-alls’ are sold south of the 
Mason & Dixon line. This is due to the fact 
that the Soutbern papers are not so particuler 
im accepting these quack advertizements and 
thereby not only allow but aid and abet these 
qvackeries in obtaining their blood money. 

While the patent medicine advertising is an 
evil it is no greater than that of the numerous 
fake musical publishers who have sprung into 
existence the past ten years. Like a big city 
crime wave these fellows seem to flourish and 
Wax fat until they get so Dold a bunch of them 
are sent to the Federal Prison, as they were 
@even years ago; then they fade away for a 
while and their alluring ads are conspicuous by 
their absence until public sentiment dies down 
@omewhat, when they again spring up all over 
the country. 

1 picked up a weekly magazine with a cir- 
culation of over Sfty thousand last week and 
found five of the villainous advertisements in 
the one issue. (He refers to The Billboard.— 
Editor.) 


I might add that I immediately took the 
trouble to write the editors of this magazine, 
and asked them, in the interest of fair play 
and humanity, to make an investigation of the 
methods used before they accept any more of 
these ads. Have not had an answer at this 
writing. 

Here is a sample of the way these birde work. 
They get desk room in some prominent building 
and start running advertisements with all maga- 
zines that will accept them, with captions some- 
thing like this: “THOUSANDS MADE IN 
WRITING SONGS, SEND US YOUR LYRICS 
AND WE WILL WRITE THE MUSIC, OR 
SEND US YOUR MUSIC AND WE WILL 
WRITE TNE WORDS FOR IT, MAKE YOU A 
PIANO COry, SECURE COPYRIGHT AND 
HELP YOU MARKET IT.” Now it would seem 
that any one would shy at such a glaringly 
worded fake. Common éense ought to tell you 
that if they can write such good poems to your 
music and can write such good music to your 
poems why declare any outsider in at all? But 
they do, and they get them. 

After they have the prospect ‘‘hooked”’ they 
Raturally maneuver to try and get all the money 
he will stand. They usually promise to get eut 
@ certain number of your composition and place 
it on sale and after enough copies have been 
@old that the accumulated royalties amount to 
what you bave paid in they will reimburee you 
ft fall. In this way they are able to get as 
much es five or six hundred dollars from some, 
while they only get seventy or eighty dollars 
from others. As a conservative estimate I 
would say that they will easily average a hun- 
Grea dollars per customer. They then proceed to 
have two plates made, costing around three 
Gollars each. They usually use stock title 
pages that sre printed up in colors in many 
thousand lots, with blank spaces left to in-

sert the title of any song. They run off fifty or 
a hundred copies and mail them to you to give 
to your friends and then junk the plates and 
forget it. The total cost to the firm is be- 
tween fifteen and eighteen dollars, and the rest 
is velvet. 

These musical vultures prey upon the most 
pitiful class of victims in all the world. No one 
e\er wrete a song, no matter how putrid, who 
did not have unbounded faith in its making a 
fortune, if it was only given a chance. They 
will spend their last cent, and go hungry to give 
it a show, just as a mother will deny herself 
the necessities of life in order that her child 
may get an education and have a chance in the 
world, 

I have before me a letter from a gentleman 
who says he sent a song to a publisher and re- 
ceived a nice “‘come-on"’ letter, written by 
some mail order copy-writer, advising him it 
was a wonderful piece of work, but that they 
would have to have two hundred dollars to pub- 
lish it. He was ‘‘hooked’’ so securely with the 
letter that he sent in his two hundred, and now 
—too late—bas discovered the ewindle, and 
wants to know how he can get some of his 
money back. 

Now I would not enter into a discussion of 
what the professional composer knows as “‘lem- 
oze,”” but they hare been getting so bold and 
1 have had so many complaints that it is about 


time something was being done. This is the 
third letter of the kind I have had in the past 
week or 60, 


Last summer I was introduced to a fine gen- 
tleman, of limited means (a minister of the 
Sovpel), whose first remarks were: ‘Well, 
well, so you write songs? Not having a ready 
alibi I pleaded guilty. He continued: “So do 
I, I have two that are coming out next month.”’ 
I congratulated him, and, naturally, asked him 
who was publishing them. He named a firm I 
had never heard of, and I immediately suspected 
it was a “lemon.” I timidiy suggested 
as much, and, as is most often the case, I be- 
Neve he felt just a little peered at me for my 
insinuation. It is just ae dangerous to criticize 
6ome one’s literary and musical creation as it is 
to criticize their children, and by the same 
token any reflection cast at the publishers of 
their mental creations is like slurring their 
children’s teacher. However, wishing to save 
my friend, if possible, I asked him if he had 
paid any money to these charlatans. He admit- 
ted that he had sent them eighty dollars up 
to date. They wanted more, but he would only 
stand this amount to start with. He said that 
now everything was all right because he had an 
icron-clad agreement with them to the effect 
that they were to set his poem to music and 
place it for him, on the usual royalty basis, with 
one of the largest and best known publishers,

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Notielng my doubtful attitude he later showed 
me the contracts, which looked allo. k. 1 told 
him, nevertheless, this could not be on the 
level, as reliable publishers did not do business 
this way. Again be gave me the skeptical stare, 
and it was digmissed for that week. The next 
time I saw him he never mentioned bis songs, 
but the following week he came to me and 
showed me a letter from some music 
brookers stating that they had just placed his 
song with a publisher of national reputation, 
and enclosed the sub-contracts to sign. These 
he was to return with some more money. This 
time I finally succeeded in convincing bim that 
he was “gyped,”’ and, as he was an ex attorney 
and a smart man, he wrote them such a strong 
letter, threatening Federal proceedings, that 
they very hurriedly returned all the money he 
had paid in, along with all his poems. I asked 
him why he didn’t go thru with it, and he re. 
marked: “What's the use? I have all my 
money back.”’ 

Now where he was able to do this there are 
fifty who are not so fortunate. Every once tn a 
while the Federal authorities haul a bunch of 
these leeches into court, and if they succeed 
in Onding people with enough stamina to ap- 
pear against them and get the goods on them 
will give them a nice little vacation down at 
Atlanta or Leavenworth, You remember what 
Barnum said? Well he made his statement 
many years ago. The population has doubled 
since then—eo now it's two. 

I have before me last week's {issue of The 
Billboard and one of the first items that canght 
my attention is a published letter of complaint 
written to this magazine by an E. R. Sterling, 
from which I will quote: 

**. . «+ I think The Billboard and all other 
theatrical publications could and should do a 
great service to the ambitious and unsophis- 
ticated song writers by making a ‘clean-up’ 
of the people and concerns that are and have 
been fleecing new song writers by advertising for 
Gong poems, getting the poems along with a fat 
fee and promising publication, with fame and 
fortune, when they know very well the game is 
Merely to get the sucker’s money. Many such 
eds are running in numerous magazines in the 
country and these concerns are reaping a bar- 
vest from the beginners. 

“I say this because those familiar with the 
gong game know that no song hit ever came be- 
fore the public from one of these concerns. And 
whoever heard of one of them bringing out a 
Teal gong writer? Then why continue to ac- 
cept their advertising, especially when it mere- 
ly enriches them, impoverisbes the tyro song 
writers, brings disappointment to the inexpert- 
enced, and adds nothing whatsoever to the sum 
total of worth while songs? 

“Why not face the truth openly and dis- 
seminate information concerning the song game 
that will tend to build up this ancient and honor- 
able profession in this respect? I think it would 
be a great benefit to everyone interested in the 
song writing profession.” 

There comes a time in everyone's life when 
he feels that he can write something worth 
while. Generally he relieves his system by do- 
ing #0, even tho the poetical masterpiece or 
musical gem may be put away in the secret 
archives of hie private domain and may never 
eee the light of day. Eventually, tho, one of 
these carefully worled advertisements catches 
his eye and he investigates; and, after he bas 
deen bled to his last dollar and discovers be bes 
deen “goldbricked,”” he feels so discouraged at 
the “‘tail-spin” of his air castle that be is 
sensitive about letting folks, even his most inti- 
mate friends, know that he has been such & 
fool as to think he could write or compose, 99 
he hides his skeleton, stands bis beating and

If you know of any- 
one who has been snared and bas all the cor- 
respondence and agreements, take it up with me 
and possibly I can be of assistance to you in 
placing it in the hands of parties who may 
be able to help you get some of your money 
back and also secure a job in the Leavenworth 
Symphony Orchestra for the alleged publishers.

I met one of the original eight on Broadway 
the other day. Yes, they drove him from the 
vaudeville game years ago, but he is a game 
guy and he is doing the best he can.

J. Ryan, formerly of Gibson and Ryan, and 
later of Lewfs and Ryan. Remember him? 
Here are the original eight as I remember 
them: Sam J. Ryan, Tom Lewis, Mark Murphy, 
Dave Montgomery, Fred Stone, James F. Dolan, 
Geo, Fuller Golden, Sam Morton.

Theater, Atlantic City. Now he books a few 
weeks, but if you don’t book with his agent you 
can’t play his time. These are but a few of 
the conditions that exist in vaudeville. I dare 
say if we had men like J, Austin Fynes, Sam 
K. Hodgdon and such to do business with, there 
would be but mighty few kicks. I don’t wish 
to be misunderstood. There are some very fine 
men who handle the booking on the different 
circuits, but an actor seldom comes in contact 
with them. If you have any doubt of this 
statement, go up to the Keith Booking Office and 
ask to see Mr. Hodgdon or some booker who 
books a few weeks. It’s easier to see Albee or 
Murdock, 

D. F. Hennessy and J. K. Burke are helpless. 
They told me so themselves. Both declared 
they had lost control of the different depart- 
ments, and the bookers looked upon them as a 
joke. Those two blokes are all to the mustard 
with me, but when it comes to helping you get 
some vaudeville time, they are about as useful 
as a ham sandwich at a Jewish picnic. 

I was standing on the corner of Broadway 
and 46th street one day last week, when a fel- 
low said: ‘‘Where is there an actors’ club 
around here?’ I couldn’t tell him, for the 
simple reason’ I don’t know of any actors’ club 
in New York City. What about the N. V. A.? 
That's not an actors’ club, not on your life. 
Very seldom if ever can you see a real artist 
around the place. Let me eet you right on 
that one point. An actors’ club would be a 


place where you would expect to find actors and 
actresses congregate and be socially inclined. 
The N. V. A. is a large hotel, and it’s a 
beautiful structure, bat it’s not run by actors 
or actresses, The hotel is run separate and is 


in no way connected with the club they talk of, 
but which you or I never see. Let’s see what 
you receive for the ten dollars a year you pay 
for dues. As I said, it’s a large hotel. So is 
the Astor. You or any one else can get a room 
there if you have the dough. The N. V. A. 
has a writing room. So has any other first-class 
hotel. They also have a pool room where you 
can play pool and spend your dough. Did you 
ever spend a few hours in Daly’s pool parlor? 
Same thing. Only you might meet a few actors 
in Daly’s, 

Then what is left? NOTHING. True, there 
is a restaurant in the N. V. A., but you seldom 
see any actors eating there, The only actors 
and actresses that attend those social functions 
on Sunday evenings are the actors and actresses 
who give their service gratis on the stage to 
help digest the layman’s food. The entire audi- 
ences at those Sunday night gatherings consist 
of agents, some with their wives; bookers with 
their pet acts. Sure, the fellow who brings 
back part of the dough, I mean the mazuma. 
I want to eay right here without fear of con- 
tradiction there is not ONB PER CENT artists 
at any of those affairs. So you see I am right 
when I say there is no actors’ club in New 
York City. ° 

There is one advantage in going into the N. 
Vv. A. You can meet as fine a fellow as you 
would care to meet in a day’s walk. You are 
absolutely correct, that’s just who I mean— 
Henry Chesterfield. This fellow is really so 
human that he looks out of place around there. 
I'll bet Henry has lots of quiet laughs at the 
way the actor is dealt with. But after you 
leave this hotel and walk up 46th to Broadway, 
there, my dear boys and girls, you will find 


the cream of the theatrical profession. Sure, 
most of them laying off. What a great laugh 
it must be for some of those tailors, horse 
doctors, etc., who parade in the guise of pro- 
moters, representatives, etc., to look at a ‘“‘batch’”’ 
of real artists, some who helped make the thea- 
ter what it is today! Yes, they are just agents 
who live off the artist.

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MUSICAL MUSINGS

The °° > leader who will not use bis nat- 
pral facilities for leading the orchestra, he wlio 
simply plays the piano and expects the musi- 
cians to be mindreaders, can only expect con- 
tempt from his players. A violin leader hasn't 
the advantages of a pianist, He can not bob 
his head as can the piano playing leader. A 
yiolin leader would be glad to have the advan- 
tages of a pianist, But his chin is glued to 
his fiddle, and the best he can do is to move 
the neck of his instrument up and down, a 
thing not always easy to do. 

Many leaders of musical shows have been 
geen sitting stiff-necked at the piano, making 
no attempt to indicate the tempos to the house 

musicians who were suffering under his leader- 
ehip. What is known from th ble such a 
leader makes on the piano? Imeans nothing 
to the players—just a mess, a noice, a cacaphony 
of sound. Why, for the world of him, don’t he 
give a down beat? At least one in every 
measure to let his men know what he is driv- 
ing at. If the owners and managers of shows 
were musicians it would be entirely different. 
Then euch a leader would last about as long 
as the proverbial snowball. How much smoother 
and cleaner a show would move if its piano 
leader would only move his head and give the 
house orchestra members an idea as to the 
tempos they are supposed to play. 

"Me true that there are many good plano 
Jeaders. And there is no denying that another 
goolly number of planist-Girectore might do 
better by washing dishes or carrying a hod.

“One of the best trouping articles I ever 
read,”’ is the way a reader refere to the article, 
“Just a Musician,’’ by Ed Chenette, in the Jan- 
wary 1 issue of Billyboy. Continuing, the com- 
menter says. ‘“‘The article furnishes food for 
thought for circus and carnival musicians. 
Trouping salaries are not what they should be. 
Quite a number of tent shows are playing union 
wage, but it isn’t enough. If the average pay 
for house musicians is around $45, the circus 
and carnival musicians should get at least $75; 
all breakfasts served in bunk, a personal valet 
for each player and no gyps.’’ 

Iona Horn, a miss in Meridian, Miss., says 
a canary bird is about the only thing musical 
her family can boast of, and she wonders 
why such a first name was given her. 


“An Old Trouper” offers this: ‘In the fall, 
with our grouch full of green and yellow frog 
ekins, we decide that our trouping days are 
over. But when the robins nest again we get 
an awful longing for the smell of the circus 
menagerie or the grease joint of the carnival. 
We pack the ald telescope and join out for 
another season of bad eats, long parades, blow- 
downs, gyps and rotten ealaries—and we like 
it. I wonder why? We kid the ‘First of Maye’ 
for their great admiration of scenery, but what 
do we older heads get out of the game other 
than scenery?” Answer—‘‘Even a theater job * 
becomes monotonous.” 


J. Philo Jayne, 60 years old, a musician of 
no mean ability, who trouped with Ringling 
and Lemon Brothers’ circuses and later was in 
the orchestra of the Baker Grand Opera ©o., 
succumbed to cancer at the Cooper Cancer Sani- 
tarium in Oklahoma City January 10. He was 
an early day citizen of Noble County, Oklahoma, 
and at the time of his death held the office of 
County Assessor, 


One of the many friends of Robert H. Clure 
claims that ‘‘Bob” organized the first jazz band 
many years ago in Zambesia. ‘‘The initial ap- 
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pearance of Prof. Clure’s Acrobatic Jazzers,’’ 
states the unidentified friend, ‘‘was at an ‘Ele- 
phant Toe Bake’ given in'honor of the queen of 
Zambesia. In those days Bob was not so 
rotund as now and he used to feature the play- 
ing of ‘Money Musk’ while doing a head etand, 
much to the delight of the King’s wives. This 
caused the King to become jealous of Bob's 
ability as a jazzologist and he gave Prof. Clure 
his ‘two weeks.’ The original Jazz band com- 
prised one violin and eight tom-toms. All 
members were chosen for their qualification as 
contortionists, thus making an A-1 jazz organi- 
zation."’ 


It's a common failing with troupe bands to 
overestimate their own ability and attempt 
stuff they can’t handle, and which is not ar- 
ranged for a small number.

Billy Buzzard, of Brunk’s Comedians No. 1, 
rises to the defense of jazz in this fashion: 
“Many musicians, troupers and otherwise, 
knock, rave and pull their long hair all on ac- 
count of the existence of a little harmless jazz 
music. For example, a certain ex-leader swore 
at jazz and refused to play it—likely that is 
why he's an ex-leader. From the audience comes 
the means by which the manager enables him- 
self to meet you on salary day. Ask the audi- 
ence whether or not it likes jazz music.

Why is it that a lyric writer can not have 
muric composed to his words witbout receiving 
a “revised” sbeet that bears but a faint re- 
semblance to his original copy? I have dealt 
with quite a number of good composers since 
my entrance into the song game, and about 
fifty per cent of them have changed the rbyme. 

™, apd sometimes the entire expression 
of the original poem. Some bave gone so far 
absolutely destroy the sense of the lyric 

have often wondered, when looking over 4& 
copy of some popular song, where the lyric 
writer got the idea that ‘‘home’’ would rhyme 
with “alone,” ‘“‘dream”’ with ‘“‘mean,"’ “‘time’’ 
with “mine.” I bave laughed and pitied the 
poor “nut,’’ but have recently come to the 
conclusion that the poor devil (in some cases 
at least) was not to blame, Probably he wrote 
a real poem et Grst and the composer “cor 
rected it’ to such an extent as to make it 
sound absolutely childish when it was pub- 
lished. Some time ago I was reading a little 
folder, gotten out by ene of these ‘“‘music com- 
posing bureaus,” and one of the “‘lessons’ to 
the ameteur was: “Always have the same 
number of syllables in the first as in the third 
line and the same in the second as in the 
fourth." Now what do you think of that? 
Have they already a ‘‘set’’ copy of music that 
the words must be made to fit into? I hare 
been of the opinion that music was composed to 
fit a certain lyric rather than that the words 
must conform to a certain copy of music 4l- 
ready ‘‘doped out."’ Despite the fact that the 
world is now suffering from the horrors of the 
*“‘dance-o-mapia,"’ there are, from time to time, 
euch things as a sentimental ballad that is 
supposed to be sung, as well as played, but 
these composers seem to think the music must 
be written in either jazz, one-step, fox-trot or 
waltz, and they proceed to cut and slash the 
lyric so as to make it ‘‘fit in’ to the measure 
they like best. No doubt if it were necessary 
to adapt “Old Hundred” to jazz it would re- 
quire some changes in the original lyric. But 
the writer of the words of that song never 
intended it to be danced, and the composer, 
realizing that fact, composed music in keeping 
with the words. 

Pick up at random any of the oldtime song 
hits, written eight or ten years ago, before 
we had to ask, “What is the matter with the 
music business?’ and you will find music that 
does not swing up and down like a see-saw, 
over and over the same, thus requiring exactly 
the same number of syllables to alternate, line 
by line. 

Now, ye composers who know, kindly tell me 
“What is the answer?’ Also please tell me 
why it ie necessary to take out certain words 
that really rhyme and substitute words that 
sound about as much alike as “cottage’’ sounds 
like “‘old homestead” and fit into the balance 
of the lyric about as well as a brick fits into 
a knothole. 

If some bona-fide composer can prove to me 
that it is impossible to compose music to a lyric 
of irregular lines (by this I do not mean having 
a half dozen or more syllables in one line than 
another, but just one or two) I will admit to

I played nearly two years with that 
act. and most of the time was booked in- 
dependent, without commission, but it took a 
Dile of work, and that is why I said that 1 
would prefer to book thru an agent, dnd pay 
bim 5 per cent for doing the work, 

His saying that because I never paid over 
© per cent was the ‘‘fruits of our work” is a 
Joke, for he admits in most every article he 
writes that artists are paying 10 per cent and 
more, It was simply because I handled my 
acts and did my own work that I paid only 

per cent. If I had engaged a personal agent, 
I should have had to pay the extra 5 ver cent, 

I never hav a personal agent, and «gain I 
State I never paid over 5 per cent for the book- 
{ng of any date. 1 played for Wm. Morris, 
Western Vaudeville Managers’ Association, 8. 
& C., Gus Sun, and dozens of other agents, Jake 
Wells booked me on his time, in a ‘‘three-act’’ 
Thad. I told him the salary I wanted, net, and 
I was paid that amount every week. He was 
booking thru the U. B. 0. If they received any 
semmtecicn, and I ee a they did, he paid 
t to them himself, have always found the 
Mavagers willing to pay a fair salary. I always 
figure what I want for my acts, anu state the 
amount. [ found that in booking independent 
Gstes I was asked to cut more times than while 
working for agents. The agent has given me 
More than my stated salary many times.

Now, if Billy Baskette (‘‘the songwriters’ 
friend’? I call him, because he is always giving 
good advice to song writers and tries to help 
them as much as he can) would only get to- 
gether with some real song writers like himself 
a@nd compose music for the “‘lil’ felia’’ for a 
reasonable fee it would help a lot.

GIRLS’ PATRIOTIC LEAGUE BAND 


How 185 Girls Were Recruited for War Service 
at Detroit—The Social Melting Pot—Commu- 
nity Events Served by This Band—Its Pres- 
ent Activities and Permanent Growth

When the war in Europe made a shortage of 
man power and the reilroads became embar- 
vassed thru the lack of experienced labor I 
Gecided that 1 was needed in the lines of trade 
Patber then a8 an entertainer. 1 was thoroly 
experienced in some branches of reilroad work. 
Besides practical experience I had traveled over 
them for the past eighteen years, having enter- 
tained in every Stete in the Union and piloted 
wBumerous organizations from Coast to coast. 

I therefore, as the fret occasion offered, laid 
aside our equipment for entertaining and went 
to Biver Rouge, Mich., as freight and express 
agent, where | spent four months in special work 
for the government. It wes et this etation that 
ell the materiel] for the Eagle boats at the 
plant where Mr. Ford was building them was 
bandied. This was in 1918. 

All lines of trade and the professions hed 
been diverted to war uses as much as the rail- 
roads, and the musical profession was among 
the ones bardest hit. The need of bands was 
Great, but the young musicians were at the 
front or in camp, and there were very few 
bands to “keep the home fires burning.”’ 

Mrs. Dorothy Holt Sary was chairman of the 
Girls’ Patriotic League et that time. This 
league consisted of all the young women’s 
societies and clube in the city, numbering 26, 
with @ total membersbip of 3,500. Mrs. Sary 
put the matter before her board, and they de- 
cided to organize the musical girls in this im- 
mense league into a girls’ band. It was put 
before the members and met with a hearty re- 
e@ponse, 

With the aid of J. S. Greenwalt recruiting 
began, and in sixty days there were recruited 
185 young women, 40 of whom were advanced 
musically, had their own instruments and were 
epxious to help in war work. The balance of 
recruits were more or less musically educated 
but willing to purchase instruments and take 
lessons, which they did, and, after four weeks 
of private instruction under various teachers of 
the city, they were called together for a re- 
hearsal at the Board of Commerce auditorium. 


About this time I returned to Detroit. The 
eecond day home Mrs. Sary sent for me, and 
asked me to take charge of the band, which I 
agreed to do, even after being told that there 
were no funds evasilable to finance the venture. 


I attended the meeting and put my plan 
before the young ladies. After discussing 
it thoroly they agreed to pay by weekly dues 
from their own pocket all the overbead expense, 
consisting of music, ball rent, uniforms, etc., 
® we started getting ready to do our bit to help 
win the war. 

We had girls from every welk of life meeting 
On the level is one of the greatest melting pots 
in the country. We had Osterhout, O'Brien, 
Sobkowiack, Woznack, Morzinski, Smith, Jones, 
Stoblin, Newbury, Murpby, MacDougal, some 
coming on foot, carrying their instrument in a 
home-made bag; others in their sedans, driven 
by @ liveried chauffeur, with the bighest-priced 
instruments that money could buy. 

But all actuated by the same spirit, and the 
@ame intense purpose to make the band a suc- 
cess, and when at lest our uniforms came, and 
we put them on, no one could tell who came 
on foot or who were driven to the door in cars 
costing $4,000 or $5,000. Names meant nothing 
—*‘success” was the slogan. 


The first rebearsal was beld November 26, 
1918. The invalid boys began coming home and 
s00n the hospitals were crowded to overflowing, 
all homesick. They were so near home, and yet 
were unable to go to them. So on July 4, 1919, 
We thought we could cheer them by our pres- 
ence, and knew they would overlook any blur 
notes, s0 we struck boldly out, marched one 
Mile to Ford Hospital, and at 10 a.m. serenaded 
the ones who were confined to their beds in the 
wards, then went out between the two bal- 
conies, where we gave a concert, and we gave 
another one later in the day. Of course, we had 
to play the same program in the afternoon that 
we did in the morning, but the boys kindly for- 
got and treated each number as tho they had 
never heard that program before. We then got 


on two street cars end went to the Marine Hos- 
pital, where we geve one hour's progrem by 
the aid of the headlights on four cars, as they 
have no auditorium, and the wards were s° 
full we could not get into them. The iedies went 
home at 9 o'clock, the most tired bunch of 
girls you ever saw, but all declaring it was 
the greatest day of their life. We had in uni- 
form that day 110 young ladies. 

Since then the band bas been in constant de- 
mand at all petrictic events, and it has never 
refused te participate in any event given by 
any soldier orgazization. 

At the first great mass meeting of returned 
goldiers, addressed by Theodore Rooserelt, 100 
girls in the band received his most bearty 
praise, and they more than pleased the 2,500 
present. 

‘Their frst concert, given just one year from 
the date of their first meeting, November 27, 
1919, was given at the Arena, the largest ball 
in the city, and the organization cleared $1,800 
on that concert. This was so successful, from 
@ Snancial, as well as artistic, standpoint, that 
they were induced to give another in the spring 
of 1920, which was also a great success, so the 
management induced us to give one every 
month this winter, which we are now giving at 
the Majestic Institute the second Wednesday 
of each montb. 


During the past eighteen months, since their 
appearance, they played for thirty patriotic and 
civic events, which included the Municipal 
Christmas Tree, in front of the City Hall. We 
played six consecutive nights at the great Com- 
munity Union Fund Exhibit at the City Hall in 
November, and we headed the Veterans of 
Foreign Service and the Nurses in the great 
armistice day parade, and the Freepress Film 
gare us a fine showing, preceding it with the 
reader, “Best of the Parede."” 1 was certain- 
ly proud of them that day as they came past 
the reviewing stand playing Sousa's favorite, 
“Washington Post,’ end no band but Sousa’s 
could excel the eighty girls we had out that 
day. : 

The personnel bas changed some, as forty of 
the young ladies have married or moved away. 
They seem to be popular with the other sex. 
as we are handed an average of two wedding 
invitations a month, but gtbers are coming in 
at about the same ratio, so we are holding our 
own with an average attendance at rehearsals 
of sixty-eight girls. 

We re now playing the standard marches and 
selections and are starting on operatic selec- 
tions. 

I feel very much at home with this organ'za- 
tion, for as I look over it I see some of the 
faces familiar to lyceum and chautauqua 
audiences, and these are among the best per- 
formers in the band. I will mention a few 
whose names will be readily remembered: Gus- 


cle Lenshaw, trombone, lady baritone; Kate Co- 
burn, violin, bass drum and cymbals; Fiora 
Sprague Rounds, director, snare drum; Thelms 
McDonald, solo clarinet, and Eloise Jensen 
Rounds, sole cornet. 

This organizetion is the only one remaining 
from those organized thru the war stress for 
Patriotic purposes and for this reason was in- 
vited to open the first big fair and carniva) 
given by the American Legion, January 10, 
1921, and, altho the Girls’ Patriotic League hes 
disbanded, the band continues under the eus- 
pices of the Recreation Commission, which sup- 
plies its rebearsal room, end the Community 
Toion, which takes care of its incidental ex. 
penses. 

The ladies appreciating the services of Mrs 
Sary in thelr early efforts and loath to let ber 
get out of touch with their organization when 
the league disbanded elected her as honorary 
president, which position she recognizes by ap. 
pearing at rebearsal once a month and aiding 
with advice. 

The Public Safety Bureau, of Detroit, in its 
campaign for safer streets, has adopted the 
Chavtauqgua Idea, and is putting on « serice 
of regular old-fashioned chautauquas of fve 
nights each in every school in the city which 
bas an auditorium large enough, end it bas se- 
cured the services of the Girls’ Patriotic League 
Band as the opening attraction, Knowing thet 
the crowd will go wherever the band plays. 


WHAT THE LYCEUM AND CHAU- 
TAUQUA CENSUS REVEALS 

Twice now have we urged the bureau mana- 
gers to get busy and have the U. S. Census 
Bureau include the lyceum and chantaugqus in 
its scope, but there was appsrently as much 
silly opposition to this in 1920 as there was in 
1910. But the need of gathering the facts was 
finally so forced on the different ones engaged 
in this movement that at the recent Interna- 
tional Lyceum and Chautauqua Association Con- 
vention, beld at Waterloo, Ia., the president of 
the association announced that he bad appointea 
Charles F. Horner as the official generalissimo 
to collect and classify the facts about this grea: 
institution. Mr. Horner has passed the first 
of his findings around among his manageria: 
friends. Here are some of his findings: 

“In 1920 there were 8,581 chautauqua as- 
semblies in the United States and Canada. This 
is 2.229 more than were held in 1919, and the 
prediction is made that in 1921 there will be at 
least 10,000. 

“A total of 93 circuits were in operation last 
summer, divided as follows: 23 three-day cir- 
cuits, & four-day circuits, 32 five-day circuits, 
11 six-day circuits and 9 seven-day circuits. 
Towa, where chautauquas have flourished from 
the beginning, heads the list with 436. Illinois 
has 352. Canada has 524. 

“You will be interested to know that a total 
of 511 lecturers were employed on chautauquas 
last summer. Total number of people employed 
by all bureaus numbered 5,757. There were 910 
crew men employed in 1920. Operating com- 
panies report ownership of 525 tents. 

“Aggregate attendance at last summer's 
chautanguas was approximately 35.449,750.

Great Work That Is Being 
Community Building in 
North Dakota 


North Dakota is looked upon as the testing 
ground for advanced theories in economics, 
government and social activities. Politics are 
hotter than the fires of Hades in that State, 
the reason being that they have real differences 
of opinion there. They do not have sham bat- 
tles. When they declare war—political, in- 
dustrial or financial—it means the kind that 
Sherman described. 

North Dakota furnishes a field where men 
of ideals and people of brains go to the front. 
The hottest fights that ever engage the human 
forces are those where the point of difference 
js mostly mental. North Dakota should be 
etudied and the shallow-brained **jfbers’’ should 
be given the absent treatment that they de- 

rve. 

"‘- are proud to give the facts as they are 
developed by the workers in the field. Here 
is Mrs, Abt’s letter: 

“My Dear Mr. High—Feeling that you would 
be interested in a report of the work of the 
Federated Community Association started by 
Alex Karr here in North Dakota, 1 am taking 
the privilege of an old friend and will write you 
somethting of what I have learned about this 
activity. 

“J have been lecturing out here now for a 
month and believe that I am safe in saying 
thet this work of itself is one of the foremost 
eteps taken by any State in the Union, and, 
4, we want to preserve our small towns and 
the community life in the rural districts, we 
will have to ‘carry on’ in the same manner 
thrnout the United States. 

“People who have not had occasion to get 
in touch with these towns do not quite under- 
stand what is expected of them. Instead of 
being backward about what goes on in the 
world these North Dakotans are quite up to 
date. They want the best of everything. 

“In the realm of popular activity such as 
the musica] world they are as familiar with 
the latest song or fox-trot as are the average 
young people in the cities. But there is a 
lack of community interest, a lack of amuse- 
ment and in some places no place where the 
community as a whole can gather. But every- 
where we are royally received. 

“I am organizing community clubs, telling of 
the wonderful work of the Congress of Mothers, 
Parent-Teachers’ Association and giving an out- 
line for community work in general, and the 
people are eager to be directed along the right 
lines. 

“To show you what we are doing I want to 
relate one instance: Im the town of Wellsburg, 
108 population, we gave three programs. The 
only available place, an empty store room, 
rough seats, boards on kegs, empty ones, an- 
swered the purpose of a real city opera house.

Hundreds of pounds of flour were stacked on 

one side, but that didn't count. We had splen- 
ea audiences at all three programs despite the 
fact that it was 18 degrees below zero. 

“We worked up a wonderful community spirit 
despite the fact that our pianist, Jane 
Walton, of the Kingdon Trio, had to play an 
organ instead of a piano, there being only one 
Piano in the town and the owner not at home, 
80 we could not borrow it. But that very 
thing proved a blessing. At the second aofter- 
noon program I talked on Community Building 
and the valne of dealing and developing their 
own home town. I talked against sending it 
to mail order houses. During the talk I spoke 
of the value of co-operation thru organization. 

“In the evening we again had to cut our 
program, because of the lack of a piano. Of 
course, the people were the losers. In the 
meantime we discovered that the organ we 
were using was a Sears-Roebuck organ. Worse 
than that, it was too high toned for our pur- 
pose. The chair on which Miss Walton, our 
Pianist, sat was too low, so we utilized a 
Montgomery Ward catalog in this emergency. 


“I made much of the coincidence, and, as a 
result, a splendid community club was or- 
ganized, officers elected and a program laid out. 
They will take over the store, really a fine, 
big one, for a community house until they can 
build a real one, and they are going to buy a 
new community piano. 


“‘We also had three fine community sings and 
during the singing a beautiful childish vofce 
was heard above all the rest. Upon investiga- 
tion I found that outstanding voice, and it 
was to me the most beautiful voice I have 
ever heard, was possessed by a cripple. He 
was crippled in one leg and was using a crutch 
and had been using it for years. He Is about 
14 years old. I took it upon myself to go to 
the men folk. I asked them if it was fair to 
let the possessor of that voice to go thru life 
a cripple when he might be sent to a hospital, 
have his leg straightened and be made like 
other boys. The outcome of it all is the lt- 
tle chap is to be sent to one of Chicago's 
great surgeons, placed in one of our best hos- 
pitals and given such aid as will probably en- 
able him to travel thru life like other hoys. 
The altruistic spirit grew. The good people 
then asked me if I would take him and have 
his voice tried. Would I? I never was hap- 
pier in my life than at that moment when they 
put that chance up to me. Maybe some day, 
in great electrically illuminated letters in front 
of our theaters, we will see the name of the 
little crippled boy from Wellsburg, N. D., an- 
nouncing a world star. Stranger things than 


that have happened and the days of miracles 
have not yet passed. Oh, if you could have seen 
the look in that boy’s face when I told him 
what the men of his ‘own home town’ were go- 
ing to do for him. Well, just that sight, and 
the thrill that came to us all as a result of 
this act, was worth all the discomforts that 
one can experience working with the thermome- 
ter at 18 degrees below zero. 

“That is but a sample of the things Mr. 
Karr’s work is accomplishing in North Dakota. 
‘Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the least of 
these, my brethren, yg have dore it unto me.’ 
This is what I call real constructive community 
building, doing the things worth while.”

Editorial Comment 


ORN but a few years since, and at 

the annual meeting just about 

one year ago assuming its present 

name, the National Association of 

Amusement Parks has developed into 

quite a “healthy” organization—a fac- 
tor to be reckoned with. 

Much has been accomplished in this 
short space of time, and greater things 
can be expected of the organization as 
years roll by. 

And after ALL of the aims and pur- 
poses are fully carried out parkdom 
will have much to be thankful for. 

Last year’s convention in Chicago 
went down in park history as the great- 
est gathering the association has ever 
had—egreatest in many respects. 

This year’s meeting, which will be 
held at the Auditorium Hotel, Chicago, 


February 15 and 16, shows, at this early 
date, every evidence of being a still 
greater one. A. R. Hodge, the secretary 
of the organization, advises that, altho 
invitations have been out to park own- 
ers and managers scarcely over two 
weeks, acceptances are reaching him 
with greater rapidity than at any other 
time in the history of the association 

The reasons for such an enthusiastic 
spirit are apparent. Many questions of 
vast importance to the future of the 
park business are scheduled for dis- 
cussion—and action. The greatest of 
these is probably the Blue Law agita- 
tion, which looms up so conspicuously 
on the horizon. The war tax (increase 
on the levy) readjustment is another 
problem of vast importance confronting 
them. 

A thing for which the National As- 
sociation of Amusement Parks deserves 
great credit is the special effort put 
forth by the organization during the 
past year to stimulate the development 
of new riding devices, new attractions, 
etc., which are so sorely needed in many 
amusement parks thruout the country. 
Many of these devices and inyentions 
will be featured at the forthcoming 
convention, and that is another reason 
why the meeting is of such importance 
to parkdom. 

Park men can not afford to miss this 
meeting—it is a matter of dollars and 
cents to them. The ones who do fail 


“And now we have a man by the 
name of DOCTOR Boynton who as- 
serts that one particular case ‘is a 
cross section of American theatrical 
life.”

HE remarks of Dr. M. P. Boynton, 

of Chicago, and Evangelist Dow, 

of Janesville, Wis., regarding the the- 

atrical profession and amusements, and 

quoted in an editorial in our issue of 

January 8, have aroused the ire of the 

Rev. W. H. Hardaker, of Cherokee, Ia., 
and rightly so. 

Dr. Boynton, Evangelist Dow and 
others who see things theatrical as they 
see them would do well to give some 
thought to the Rev. Hardaker’s letter 
to the editors of The Billboard, printed 
herewith: 

“I have been a minister of the Gospel 
in connection with the Christian Church 
for ten years; that is, ten years AFTER 
my schooling, which was in Harley Col- 
lege, London, and Bethany College, 
Bethany, W. Va. During my minis- 
terial life I learned one thing, if not 
more, and that was this: Religion or 
Christianity DOES NOT consist of 
groans and long faces. The day has 
gone, thank the Lord, when a man or 
woman, in order to be a Christian, must 
have a long, pouty face. You show me 
a man or woman who is prowling 
around our churches and our weekly 
prayer meetings with a long face and 
I will show the man or woman whom I 
must needs watch seven days in the 
week, 


Greek word, baptizo, which means to 
‘dip, plunge, immerse.’ 


“Now, if these two brother preachers 
would fill our churches, why in the wide 
world do they put the ‘cart before the 
horse?’ Why not preach the Gospel as 
written in the Scriptures, and not take 
one-half of the Gospel and substitute 
the other half with something of their 
own liking or the liking of their par- 
ticular church? Brothers of the min- 
istry, I am here to tell you that if the 
Scriptures teach one thing they teach 
that the Christian should be the hap- 


piest man or woman on God's earth.. 


No person has any better right than a 
Christian to laugh and have the very 
best of a joyful time. This is what is 
killing our churches today. We are 
not reaching out far enough in the social 
life. Mark you, I am not in favor of 
opening theaters on Sunday, but I am 
compelled to say (and I am sorry that I 
MUST say it, if I tell the truth) that 
the way some of our preachers are try- 
ing to deliver the Gospel to the young 
men and young women of today it is 
enough to drive them straight to hell; 
yes, and they wouldn’t have to go by 
the way of the theater, as Evangelist 
Dow asserts.

“THE UNION FOREVER” 


By JOHN EMERSON 


(This is the speech delivered by John Emer- 
son, President of the Actors’ Equity Association, 
at the banquet tendered the Equity by the So- 
ciety of Arts and Sciences at the Hotel Bilt- 
more, New York, January 16, 1921.) 

CERTAIN group of men in this country— 

men whose outstanding characteristic is 

their lack of vision—are engineering at 
this time a concerted attack upon the American 
Federation of Labor. 

To my way of thinking the activity of this 
group of reactionary minds % the greatest 
menace appearing on the horizon of our na- 
tional life today. 

They camouflage their real object—which is 
the destruction of organized labor—under the 
guise of a campaign for the supposedly popular 
OPEN SHOP. They know what the general pub- 
lic doesn’t seem to have realized—that organized 
labor cannot possibly live under the Open Shop 
system, hence the establishment of the Open 
Shop would mean the ultimate destruction of 
organized labor, and that’s what they are after. 
I can conceive of no worse calamity that could 
happen to this country thgn that they should 
succeed in this nefarious business. 

And I do not believe they will succeed. I 
CANNOT believe that anything so viciously 
wrong can possibly succeed. Employers of en- 
lightenment and vision are against it, for their 
OWN protection, and for the PROTECTION OF 
OUR COMMON COUNTRY. 

These employers are men of wisdom and un- 
derstanding who know, and are beginning to 
proclaim their conviction, that unless Judge 
Elbert Gary, Mr. Grace and their associates in 
this movement stop trying to break down the 
CONSERVATIVE American Federation of La- 
bor—if they succeed in destroying the power 
of that organization—they will remove the only 
barrier that stands between us and a REVO- 
LUTIONARY LABOR MOVEMENT. For once 
you destroy the labor unions and let men KNOW 
that they have NO RPMEDY for their troubles 
in peaceful legal organization and negotiation 
you drive them inevitably and perforce irto 
open and armed revolution as the only weapon 
you have left in their hands with which to 
correct such flagrant and intolerable injustice. 

No, my friends, this vicious thing cannot 
succeed. And yet it is being urged today thru- 
out the length and breadth of this land. 

And what is the excuse—the argument? Why, 
forsooth, in the past few years excesses have 
crept into the labor unions, and they have 
abused their power! Isn’t that a terrible in- 
dictment? During the frightful cataclysm that 
has convulsed the world during the past six 
years can you name me any individual or any 
group of individuals who possessed any power 
at all and have not abused it? From Woodrow 
Wilson to Elbert Gary, from the Japs in China 
to Lodge in the Senate, from the Bolshevists 
of Russia to the Anti-Saloon League of America, 
they have all abused their power, and the little 
negligible injury that the labor unions have in- 
ficted 1s as a pin-prick compared with the 
wounds that these other abusers of power have 
inflicted upon the body politic of the world! 


And yet, to read some of the daily newspapers 
and the interviews of Mr. Gary, Mr. Grace and 
others, one would think that the labor unions 
had a monopoly of all the sinful impulses of 
the entire human race, and that Mr. Roosevelt's 
Malefactors of great wealth had all suddenly 
> transformed into angels of mercy and 

ght, 

You would think that there had been no food 
Profiteers, no clothing profiteers, no coal prof- 
iteers, no rent profiteers, no crooks in the ship- 
Ping board or any of the HIGH Miaces. EV- 
ERYBODY EVERYWHERE—in all lines of hu- 
man endeavor has been chemically pure and 
bulging with integrity—EXCEPT THE LABOR 
UNIONS. They alone are CESSPOOLS of in- 
iquity, inhabited by bloodthirsty leeches and 
brooded over by hungry vultures, who have so 
preyed upon their poor, suffering employers that 
they haven't been able to squeeze out a profit 
of more than two or three hundred per cent. 

And the reason for all this vitriolic propa- 
Ganda against union labor is that the union 
Worker is the only one who has had the POWER 
to compel these profiteers during the past five 
years to disgorge enough of their {1l-gotten gains 
to enable the worker to live decently under the 
terrifically increased cost of existence. 

OF COURSE there have been certain abuses 
in the labor unions, as there have been every- 
where else during the past five years. But 
they are being corrected and will be corrected 
just Iike other abuses, as we gradually get back 
to normal conditions, 

AND, the best way to help in correcting what 
abuses there are in Organized labor is pot to 
stand off and throw rocks at the unions and 
call them ugly names—BUT for all workers, 


whether we work with a plane or with a pen— 
to get together for the common good and bring 
into the ranks of organized labor the leaven 
of our supposed superior intelligence. 


O ME nothing is more silly and unen- 

lightened than the snobbish, up-stage, 

egotistical, holier-than-thou attitude of a 
lot of people toward those who labor with their 
hands as well as with their brains. 

The Actors’ Equity Association is a labor 
union, and I am very proud of the fact that 
we had intelligence and enlightenment and vi- 
eion enough to become a labor union, and for 
this reason: During the past hundred and 
twenty years the directing geniuses of the labor 
unions have conceived and worked out the cnly 
possible method, under our present industrial 
system, of securing to the man who does the 
work a voice in determining the CONDITIONS 
under which he ehall work, and the possibility 
of securing something approaching a just dis- 
tribution of the rewards. 

During the war when prices began to soar 
and profiteers to wax fat, the wages of union 
workers were the only ones that even began 
to keep pace with the increased cost of com- 
Modities. The pay of so-called middle class 
workers, including most of the brain -vorkers 
of the world, remained almost stationary, or, 
at best, advanced but little. “So these various 
classes of workers began to wake up and finally 
got together and formed associations of their 
own to protect their rights and to try to get 
@ living wage. ‘The Middle Class Union,” of 
England, and the ‘‘Association of Brain Work- 
ers,”’ of France, were the most notable examples, 
altho people im aJl lines of work were moved 
by the same impulse. Artists, writers, newspa- 
per reporters, clerks, bookkeepers, insurance 
men, stenographers, foremen of stores, groups 
from almost every walk of life, formed them- 
Selves into so-called unions. And then what 
happened? When it came to a showdown all 
these associations proved to be so infected with 
the germ of snobbishness and vanity that they 


refused to affiliate with the only body of men 
who ever worked out a practicable solution of 
their problem, and could have helped them to 
make their movement a success. The result, of 
course, was failure and dissolution. 

The worst example of the failure of this 
bolier-than-thou attitude in America, to my 
mind, is the Dramatists’ Guild of the Authors’ 
League, of which I am a thoroly disgusted mem- 
ber. A majority of the members of this organi- 
zation have stood consistently upon the holier- 
than-thou platform, and have refused repeatedly 
to affiliate with the actors in the only way 
that would make their association ef the slight- 
est use. The result was utter impotence and 
inefficiency. Time after time they tried to get 
concessions from the managers, but the mana- 
gers figuratively spat in their faces and kicked 
them into the street UNTIL thru the action of 
the Actors’ Equity Association, and for no other 
Treason in God’s world, the managers were forced 
to grant the dramatists a new contract, which, 
in spite of a few shortcomings, is the best con- 
tract any dramatist in this country has ever 
been known to obtain. Mind you, this contract 
was secured for the Dramatists’ Guild by the 
Actors’ Equity Association, as every member 
of the Dramatists’ Guild will admit, and yet 
Friday afternoon, January 14, twenty of their 
Members got together in a meeting and by a 
Tesolution which they passed, struck at the life 
—the very existence—of their benefactor, the 
Actors’ Equity Association. 

To be sure, twenty is not a large number out 
of a membership which must run into the bun- 
dreds, and I do not think for one moment that 
the action of those twenty represents the will 
of the great body of dramatists of New York. 
As a matter of fact, there were eleven brave 
souls who voted against the resolution at the 
meeting. But isn’t it amazing that twenty 
eould be found who would deliberately strike at 
the very vitals of the organization which had 
@ecured for them the only tangible benefits they 
had gotten thro the entire course of their ex- 
istence? 


ND that brings me to the last subject I 
wish to discuss, namely, the Equity Shop. 
And in speaking of the Equity Shop 2 
wish you to understand that I am not simply 
voicing my own views, but am speaking on

A very interesting letter has been rece‘ved 

by Walter S. Darrell, business agent of Local 


629, from Karl Ramet, who has been traveling 
over Europe. The letter follows: 


Dear Friend Darrell—After traveling quite 
extensively thru Europe I am back again in 
London with my wife. We have visited France, 
Italy, Switzerland, Austria and Germany. Now 
we are almost ready to return to the United 
States, which, after all, is the best place. 

I was lucky ‘enough in Milan to pick up the 
acquaintance of a man who spoke English and 
who was good enough to guide me to many in- 
teresting things to be seen in Milan. 


Among other things he took me to the Ar- 
menia Film Studio and introduced me to Sig. 
Rovescalli, the art director, who is a well-known 
scenic artist and who painted many produc- 
tions for the Met. in New York. He has a 
reputation in Italy like Urban has in America. 
There isn’t much doing in Italy in the way 
of scenery at the present time. I also visited 
a scenic studio run by a man named Sig. Galli. 
There they were painti on the floor and on 
paper. They do most of their scenery on pa- 
per. It is mostly all hanging stuff and side 
tabs. They are very clever in their handling 
of the rolls of paper and gluing it up. Some- 
times they treat their paper scenery like wall 
paper and paste it to wings. 

In Germany the theatrical business seems 
very prosperous. In fact one must book far in 
advance for any kind of seats. We went to 
the Opera in Munich and in Dresden. The 
productions were very elaborate and really ex- 
cellent in every respect. The theaters in them- 
selves are very beautiful and are the last word 
in modern equipment. The asbestos cur- 
tain in the Dresden Central Theater is a work 
of art. Not being able to talk German I 
couldn't visit any studios, but I understand the 
German scene painters are paid very well and 
are working all kinds of overtime. 

I visited George Little here in Tondon, and 
he greeted me very cordially and was very anx- 
fous to learn all about the brothers on the other 
side. He is quite busy on some of his own 
work and he seems to be lucky considering the 
scenic business in London. The rush season 
here has just about ended and one hears the 
complaint that it was the slowest rush season 
they have had for years. Many of the scene 
painters express the desire to go to America, 
saying that the scenic business in England is 
“rotten.” Mr. Little wishes me to convey his 
Dest regards to all his friends in the associa- 
tion. The scene painters have an organization 
in London, but it is not a well-ordered business- 
like organization like ours. There was a threat- 
ened theatrical strike here, but it is about ad- 
justed now. 

I expect to return to the States about the

behalf of all the officials and of the Council 
of the Actors’ Equity Association. 

The Equity Shop in a word means simply 
this—that Equity members will refuse to re- 
hearse or play in a cast with non-Equity mem- 
bers, BUT our ranks will remain open to any- 
one who is an actor or who has even been 
engaged by a manager as an actor. THUS WBE 
CANNOT KEEP NEW TALENT FROM THB 
THEATER. WE DO NOT WISH TQ. WB 
WELCOME IT WITH OPEN ARMS. 

If a manager wishes to engage an actor to 
play with us who is not a member of the asso- 
ciation he has only to make out his application 
for membership, pay his dues, and we are bound 
to take him in. 

The advantages of this system to the honest 
Manager and the honest actor have been 
enumerated so often that I shall not take your 
time to reiterate them here. 

Suffice it to say that we wish to discipline 
the crooked manager who takes a company out 
on the road and leaves it stranded three thon- 
sand miles from home—and at the same time 
we wish to discipline the crooked or irresponsi- 
bie actor who leaves a manager flat on the 
road without notice, or walks out two days be- 
fore an opening, or gets gloriously drunk and 
thereby ruins the manager’s chance of success 
with his play. 

We also see no reason why those who accept 
all the benefits which the Equity Association se- 
cures for them should not be compelled to help 
support that association. 


These reasons and a dozen others with which 
you are more or less familiar seem to the Coun- 
cil to be sufficient to justify the Equity Shop, 
simply as a matter of POLICY. But in view 
of the uninformed and ill-considered propaganda 
of some of our opponents it seems to us that 
the time has come for plain speaking, and that 
all those who are interested in the theater 
should be told that the Equity Shop, in the 
opinion of the Equity officials and Council, is 
an ABSOLUTE NECESSITY if the association 
is to live. And this is the reason why: 

After the strike, in which the Equity Associa- 
tion won for the actor a greater measure of just 
treatment than he had ever known before, it 
became the fixed policy of the managers to 
give to actors who were not members of the 
association exactly the same terms and condi- 
tions of work as they were obliged to give to 

ers. The obvious purpose of this move 
‘was, of course, to wean actors away from tke 
assciation, and thus to undermine its strength 
and power. In addition to this many managers, 
NOTABLY THE SHUBERTS, began a subtle and 
clever system of discrimination against Equity 
actors, which was absolutely contrary to the 
treaty of peace signed by the managers and act- 
ors at the close of the strike, when it was sol- 
emnly agreed that there should be no discrimina- 
tion against any actor because of his member- 
ship in the association or his insistence upon 
his rights under the conditions which ended 
the strike. 


I must say, in all fairness, that most of 
the managers have kept their agreement, and 
with them we are living in peace and working 
in a spirit of hearty co-operation for the good 
of the entire theatrical world. 

But with others, I regret to say, a subtle 
system of discrimination and intimidation of 
Equity actors has been developed into a ‘xed, 
definite policy, so craftily worked in most cases 
as to make it impossible to establish the dis- 
crimination legally, altho we as well as these 
managers know perfectly well that it exists. 
Hence we are driven to correct it in the only 
way within our power. 

For don’t you see, my friends, what this sys- 
tem of discrimination and intimidation has 
done to our weaker members—the little fellows, 
who were unable to protect themselves against 
the subtle machinations of these treaty-breaking 
managers? Let me tell you that this system 
of discrimination worked so effectively that 
by July of last year there was such fear in- 
spired in the hearts of our smaller-salaried 
members to cause an ALARMING *NCREASD 
in the number of our delinquents—this not 
Decause the actors wanted to leave the asso- 
elation, but because they WERE AFRAID TO 
BELONG TO IT. 

The Council gave most careful consideration 
to the situation and was forced to the concla- 
sion that if conditions continued as they were 
it would mean the ultimate disintegration of 
the association. 

The only possible remedy was the Equity 
Shop, AS IS PROVED BY THE FACT THAT 
SINCE THE AGITATION REGARDING THE 
EQUITY SHOP STARTED OUR DELIN- 
QUENT LIST HAS DECREASED OVER HALF 
AND NEW MEMBERS HAVE COME IN IN 
MROVES, UNTIL NOW WE ARE IN THB 
STRONGEST POSITION WE HAVE EVER 
BEEN, DUP ENTIRELY TO THE OONVIC- 
TION AMONG ACTORS THAT THE EQUTIY 
SHOP IS ASSURBD. But let the Equity Shop 
proposition be defeated and we shall go thru 
the same experience as before—discrimination, 
intimidation, fear, increase in our delinquent

He 
bas always been an original ‘bird,* and a work- 
er, and is now enjoying the fruits of his labor. 
He ia just as glad to see, and just as willing 
to meet, bie old friends as he always was. A 
regular apd one that the folks in the Wild 
West business should be proud of, because it 
Was with bis ability to do new and novel things 
with bis * * that introduced him to the 
amusement public. 

“There is absolutely no truth in the rumor 
Treported in Los Angeles during my stay there 
that I signed up in connection with a traveling 
Wild West for the coming season in any capac- 
ity. Whenever I have any news regarting my 
activities Im the Wild West or frontier contest 
Dusiness I will advise The Billboard of it, 
Personally, as 1 have alwaye done in the past. 

“Our act is doing well over the Orpheum 
Circuit, and all material we are using, as well 
as ‘business,’ is fully protected by U. 8. copy- 
rigbt. Several persons have furnished me ma- 
tericl, among whom, Snowball Jack Owens bas 
supplied me with some up-to-the-minute talk.”

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MICH. STATE FAIR 
Goes Over to State Control 


Twenty Out of Twenty-Four 
Directors Vote for Change 
—Dickinson To Manage 
1921 Fair 


Detroit, Jan. 20.—The management and con- 
trol of the Michigan State Fair will go over to 
the State of Michigan as soon as proper ar- 
Tangements can be made with the Legislature, 
Bow in session at Lansing. 

Go decided twenty out of the twenty-four dl- 
Pectors of the Michigan Agricultural Society at 
@ meeting held here Monday, called by George 
W. Dickinson, general manager of the Michigan 
State Fair, to consider the recommendation made 
by Governor Alex. J. Grosbeck in his inaugural 
message that the State Fair be controlled by his 
proposed new department of agriculture. 

At the same time the $10,000 bonus that was 
voted to Mr. Dickinson by the directors at the 
annual meeting in December last was rescinded. 
This was done on motion of Director W. 8. 
Wixom, of Caro. 

Following is the resolution passed by the di- 
fectors of the society which ends its existence 
and turns over to the State control property and 
assets in excess of $2,000,000: 

“Whereas, The executive committee of the 
Michigan State Agricultural Society believes it 
to be in the interests of said society and of the 
people of the State that the annual fair of this 
Society should be held under the supervision and 
control of the State as one of its institutions, 
and that the property and assets of the society 
should be transferred to the State of Michigan 
under proper legislation; 

“Therefore, Be it resolved, that the president 
be and he is authorized to appoint a committee 
of five members to forthwith arrange for the 
transfer of assets and property of this society 
to the State in such manner as will secure to 
the State of Michigan the ownership and con- 
trol of the same, and provide for the future 
holding of the annual fair under its direction. 

“Be it further resolved, that, as soon as such 
@frangements are made by said committee for 
such transfer and the acceptance thereof by the 
the president of this society, John 8. 
Haggerty, be and is hereby authorized to sign, 
execute and deliver such conveyances as may be 
mecessary to vest in the State of Michigan title 
and ownership to all property and assets, 

Teal and personal, belonging to this society or 
in which it may have any interest.’’ 

The action of the directors at Mondey’s meet- 
ing is the result of dissatisfaction since the an- 
pual meeting, at which Mr. Dickinson was voted 
the $10,000 bonus in appreciation of his splendid 
services as manager of the State Fair. Because 
Mr. Dickinson's salary had been boosted rap- 
diy during the last few years until it had 
Peached $15,000, many of the directors held that 
be was receiving sufficient compensation, and 
eight of them resigned from the board. 

Manager George W. Dickinson has served but 
one year on the five-year contract which he 
@igned with the directors of the Michigan Agri- 
cultural Society in 1919 at $15,000 per year sal- 
ary, and takes the position that his contract as 
manager still has four years to go. Governor 
Grosbeck does not view the Dickinson contract 
@s binding, however, and contends that the di- 
vectors of the Michigan Agricultural Society 
bad the power to muke a contract with Manager 
Dicknson for the period of the board’s existence, 
@nd for no longer. 

According to Governor Grosbeck, Mr. Dickin- 
gon will manage the fair next fall, but no 
longer, unless the State's agricultural depart- 
Ment or similar authority makes a new con- 
tract.

“Shoots” Jersey Ringel as He Leaps 
From Auto to an Airplane 
—_~- 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Jan. 21.—On Wednes- 
day afternoon, January 12, Jersey Ringel made 
two very remarkable changes from an auto- 
mobdjle to an airplane while Griving at more 
than seventy miles an hour at Riverside Drive. 
J. A. Bockhorst, of New York, camera man 
for the International News, was here and 
took four pictures of the darelevil, to be re- 
leased four different weeks, one picture per 

week, 

While not the first time that 2 change of this 
kind bas been made, they have been very few 
and far between. 

Some three or four attempts were made be- 
fore the change was made, Billy Brock brought 
his Canute directly over the road several times, 
but the ladder would hang just ahead or just 
bebind tbe car, and finelly he came close 
enough to Ringel’s automobile to enable Jersey 
to leap abeut three feet from the automobile 
and catch the side of the rope ladder witb his 
left band. As quick as he grasped the ladder 
Brock soared upward, Ringel dangled on the 
end of the ladder by one arm for a few min- 
utes, but finally swung around and caught the 
bottom rung with hie right hand and then 
climbed up the ladder and into the plane. 

In the second scene Bockborst and bis camera 
were in an airplane which was piloted by 
Jimmy Faulkner. Ringel came tearing down 
the Drive at more than seventy miles an hour, 
with Brock immediately over him and the 
ladder dangling within a few feet of Ringel’s 
bead. Bockhorst’s plane was about 100 feet 
to the right and probably seventy-five feet 
above the ground. When Ringel changed this 
time he swung with one hand, and for a moment 
it appeared that he was having trouble getting 
away from the automobile. He swung around 
on the ladder and waved to the driver to go 
ahead. Altho already running at more than 
seventy miles an hour, the driver stepped on 
the accelerator with sufficient vigor to shoot 
the car out from under the two planes. Ringel 
then turved, still hanging by one hand, and 
Waved to the camera man. He then threw one 
leg over the bottom rung of the ladder and 
hung head downward, after which he pulled 
himself up and performed a number of acro- 
batic stunts before climbing up into the plane.

EXHIBITORS MOST ACTIVE IN HUMANITARIAN WORK 


Motion Picture Day in the Herbert Hoover 
campaign to feed 3,500,000 of Europe's starving 
children is close at hand with every branch 
of the picture industry co-ordinating to make 
the drive for funds a tremenduous success. 

Exhibitors thruout the nation have answered 
the Hoover call in a way indicating that the 
industry’s quota of $2,500,000 will undoubtedly 
be raised without difficulty, thus insuring the 
ealvation of at least 250,000 children who other- 
wise would starve before the next harvests 
in Central and Eastern Europe. 

Not only are exhibitors in every section allow- 
ing the collection of funds in their theaters on 
Motion Picture Day—Janvary 26—and are giving 
special children’s matinees on Saturday morn- 
ing, January 29, but a large number of pic- 
ture houses are devoting in addition an entire 
day’s receipts to the ‘Starving Children” 
fund. In many instances combination vaude- 
ville and picture houses have joined forces with 
the straight picture houses in turning over 
their theaters to the welfare and charitable 
organizations affiliated with the European Re- 
lief Committee. 

Never in the history of the industry has 
there been 80 spontaneous a response to a call 
for aid. The picture men feel that in this 
campaign the industry is, in a large measure, 
On trial and that no expense or effort should 
be spared to insure the success of the drtve. 

No standard plan for raising money has been 
adopted which would apply to every territory. 
In New York, for instance, S. L, Rothapfel, 
chairman of the Greater New York Motion 
Picture Committee, has devoted the entire week 
of January 2% at the Capitol Theater to the 
faising of funds for the starving children. Pic- 
ture stars and other speakers of prominence 
will address audiences at the Capitol at every 
Performance during the week and collections 
will be made for the fund each day. 

The same is true in New Orleans. Every 
picture theater in the city will devote the entire 
week of Jannary 23 to January 30 to raising 
funds. E. V. Richards, of the Saenger Amuse- 
ment Company, the regional cha'rman appointed 
by Mr. Hoover for Louisiana, has his territory 
well organized for the drive. In a letter 
to the Hoover Headquarters Leigh Carroll, 
State chairman of the European Relief Council 
in Louisiana, writes: 

“Every branch of the local amusement field {s 
included in the personnel of the amusement com- 
mittee and we feel confident that handsome re- 
turns will be given headquarters from that 
source. Not only will the managers of all pic- 
ture houses here give a special matinee, but 
they will permit speakers at all performances, 
will allow collections after each talk, will col- 
lect contributions from their employees, and, 
further, ench manager will make a _ persenal 
donation to the cause. There are four vaudeville 
houses in New Orleans and each one of these 
will fnrnish acts from their respective pre- 
grams as added attractions to the picture pro- 
gtam for the’ 29th. Heads of the film exchanges 
have pledged a free’ service of appropriate pic- 
tures for all houses.’ 

In the Minneapolis territony Theodore L. 
Bars and the entire Ruben & [Finkelstein or- 
ganization have the campaign well under way. 
A report from Mr. Hays says: 

“Minneapolis and the Northwest is co-oper- 
ating thoroly with us‘in ths movement. 

“We have arranged thru the Four-Minute 
Men's Organization, which carried the Liberty 
Loans to such success in Minneapolis, to speak 
in the seventy-two theaters of this city at 
each showing on Wednesday, January 26. 

“At each theater there will be teams of young 
women, who have volunteered their services. 
These teams are to be captained by members 
of the Overseas League, who are women who 
have served with the various branches in over- 

ork during the war. 


“We are planning, thru the co-operation of 
the Musicians Unions, to stage an immense 
parade the morning of January 26. 

“All advertising of every theater in the city 


will carry special reference to the Hoover 
earmpaign before and including the Saturday 
matinee.”’ 


In the Northwest there is a well organized 
movement to put the drive successfully over 
the top. Ray A. Grombacher, regional chair- 
man for the Spokane district, has written Mr. 
Hoover as follows: 

“The entire proceeds ef the matinee will 
be given to the Starving Children Fund. 

“We mean to put this proposition over suc- 
cessfully to show the general public that the 
theatrical people are really alive and will make 
a success of whatever they attempt to do.” 

In St. Louis the exhibitors have set them- 
selves a quota of $100,000. Sixteen theaters

FIGHTING FOR CENSORSHIP IN 
ICHIGAN 


Lansing, Mich, Jan. 20.—Representative 
Edward B. Strom, of Grand Rapids, has intro- 
duced in the lower house of the Michigan 
legislature a bill authorizing the creation of a 
movie censorship board, which would control 
the entrance of every film into this State. 

The board would comprise three members to 
be appointed by the governor® one of whom 
is to be a woman. Headquarters with offices 
and exhibition room would be located in Detroit 
in charge of the chairman, who would receive 
$2,000 annually, the other two members $1,500 
each. The board would receive a fee of $2 for 
each 1,000 feet or less of film reviewed, altho 
this could be lowered. The motion picture 
corporations desiring to lease films in Michigan 
wonld bear most of the expenses. 

The )oard would be authorized to bar any 
film of ap immoral character. The bill is 
nearly the same as the one introduced in the 
Senate at the last session, and which met defeat. 
However, additional support is claimed for this 
bill this year, and a hot fight against the meas- 
ure by the motion picture interests is expected, 

It is understood that Senator Eva M. Hamil- 
ton, also of Kent County, is working on a mo- 
tion picture censorship bill which she will in- 
troduce in the senate, 


OHIO CENSOR BOARD TO GO? 
May Abolish the Board Entirely 


Motion picture censorship, as now constituted 
in Ohio, may undergo a big change before the 
present Legislature, which is now in session, gets 
thru. Rumors are current that the present 
board, as now constituted, will be either abol- 
ished or some radical move made that will 
change the law all around. 

Not that censorship is unpopular with the 
members of the Legislature, but the whole mat- 
ter revolves itself around political patronage. 
The board as at present constituted was ap- 
Pointed by the retiring Governor Cox, and, as 
the terms of the members run for several years 
yet, the incoming Republican administration 
would like to have something to say about who 
is going to serve on the board, and this can not 
be done unless there is a radical change in the 
law. 

The membership of the board is subject to the 
State Industrial Commission, and the mafority 
of this board are Democrats and have several 
years to serve, and they will not listen to the 
removal of any of the present members, so the 
only recourse left with the incoming adminis. 
tration is to abolish the present board altogether 
and enact a new law that will place the 
patranoge in the hands of the incoming Gov- 
ernor Davis. 

Locally much opposition is being framed 
against any change in the law as now consti- 
tuted. Many women's clubs and many welfare 
organizations are opposing the change on the 
ground that censorship may be abolished alto- 
gether, and, while the present board has prob- 
ably made some mistakes, taken as a whole it 
has done remarkably well. 

Producers and theater owners are also against 
any change, for they see in the abolishment of 
the present law the coming of municipa) cen- 
sorship; in fact, wherever there is a thecter 
it will have to be subject to a censor board 
ef some kind if the present law is abolished.

Mayor of Duluth Takes Hostile Action 


Duluth, Minn., Jan. 20.—Attempte to censor 
films in Duluth are being met by numerous ob- 
etacles, and it looks as if the agitation would 
about peter out before the Better Films Com- 
mittee gets its bearings, A bank robbery in 
Superior, Wis., and a few sensational news 
paper stories to the effect that films were the 
cause of the national wave of crime, stirred up 
people at the head of the lakes, 

Mayor T. W. Hugo, of Duluth, who, it is 
said, has never seen a motion picture and has 
no sympathy for them, appointed a committee 
to censor ALL metion pictures booked for loca? 
exhibition. The committee found it would bave 
a task that would take the whole time of the 
committeemen, and so this clause was revised 
to the effect that all managers must send in & 
ist of their bookings to the committee subject 
to censorship. 

An ordinance was drafted by the committee 
without consulting theater managers putting ® 
ban on all pictures that ridiculed religion, mar- 
riage or contained bandit or lascivious scenes. 
When the tentative ordinance was placed before 
City Attorney John BE, Samuelson it was tound 
that the City Council had no authority to dele- 
gate its powers to other agencies, and so the 
ordinance was completely knocked out. 

Now the committee is framing a new ordinance 
and hopes to get to first base this time. In 
the meantime the excitement is abating and 
little is being said cbout the “im censorship.

Anyone admiring the simplicity and trusting 
faith of early girlhood may perhaps find pleasure 
in watching the unfolding of this trite little 
tale. The novel, Calderon's Prisoner, by Alice 
Duer Miller, supplied the plot, which is highly 
imaginative, carrying with it humorous episodes 
that supply relieving laughter. While the pic- 
ture can furnish only passable entertainment it 
is clean and sweet, with a charming back- 
ground of tropical Spanish atmosphere permit- 
ting the hervine to look alluring in @ black lace 
mantilla and high black comb, which seta off her 
youthful loveliness. 

If this picture is accepted upon its face values 
no one will have cause to complain on account 
of the lack of sensational drama, which has no 
place in the pictures enacted by Constance Bin- 
ney.

THE STORY IN SKELETON FORM 

Jobn Emory owns a large cattle ranch in part- 
nership with Henry Hooper. He is about to 
take his daughter and little son, Bobby, on a 
trip to Europe, but is persuaded by Hooper to 
epend a few days at the ranch up in the moun- 
tains. Emory is killed supposedly by accident, 
but in reality pushed off the cliffs by Ramon, a 
Mexican hireling of Hooper, who keeps a book 
recording the number of those whom he has put 
out of the way for his own gain. He hates the 
sound of birds, frogs and bark of dogs, and kills 
everything on his place. Ruth and Bobby are 
left to his mercy as the partnership papers bave 
been gtolen by his man Brower, who knows a 
lot about nitro-glycerin and its uses. William 
Sanborn, New Yorker, has found health on the 
geighboring ranch of Buck Johnson.

FILM FIRE 
Causes Loss of Life—Explesion in 
Building in Bayonne, N. J., May 
Be Work of Fiends 


As the result of an explosion in a building 
used for laboratory purposes at FPorty-third 
street and Avenue A, Bayonne, N. J., one sure 
and three probable deaths are reported by the 
Police. The number of injured is estimated 
at eleven, The building was occupied by the 
Universal Film Company and the Cello Film 
Company, where forty men and women were 
working. Simultaneously with the first alarm 
of the explosion a great tongue of flame shot 
out of the film building, leaped across Avenue 
E and scorched five dwellings, three of which 
took fire, but were saved without being greatly 
damaged. 

A series of minor explosions followed, which 
threw strips of blazing film long distances and 
handicapped the efforts of citizens and firemen 
to rescue those in the building. One burning 
strip of celluloid set fire to the roof of the weld- 
ing shop of Charles Witheral, 100 feet away, 
where 1,000 gallons of gasoline were stored. 
Witheral, assisted by neighbors, succeeded in 
moving the gasoline before an explosion oc- 
curred. 

Ethel Suckow, 25 years old, of 662 Avenue B, 
Bayonne, said to have been an employee of the 
Universal Film Company, died after efforts had 
been made by two men to save her. The body 
of Arthur Post of 910 Broadway, Bayonne, who 
was employed by the Cello concern, was found 
im the burning ruins by firemen. 

Arthur Scott, a negro of 97 West Forty-third 
street, New York, was burned so badly that it 
was feared at the Bayonne Hospital, where he 
was taken, that he would not survive the night. 
The first tongue of fame penetrated a bedroom 
of the house at 695 Avenue E, scorching the head 
of nine-month-old Blanche Addison, who was 
asleep. The child was treated by a local physi- 
cian. 

The other injured who were taken to the Bay- 
onne Hospital, suffering chiefly from burns, were: 
Charles Karner, 845 Broadway, Bayonne; Robert 
Chestnut, 30S Railroad avenue, Newark; Robert 
Garden, 30S Railrosd avenue, Newark; Josepn 
Gordon, 308 Railroad avenue, Bayonne; George 
A. Swayze, Springfield avenue, Jersey City; 
Nathan Vernon, 270 Siegel street, Brooklyn; 
Martha Birnbaum, 928 Summit avenue, Jersey 
City; R. A. Semple, address unknown, New 
York City; Fred Conover, negro, 97 West Forty- 
third street, New York. 

The fire, according to the investigation of 
the police, started in the plant of the Cello 
Corpany, where old motion picture films are 
salvaged for the silver and gelatin they contain. 
With the first report of the explosion George 
Swayze, foreman of the plant, sounded the 
alarm. As he entered the office of the company 
he found Martha Birnbaum, a stenographer, 
fighting flames which had set fire to her cloth- 
ing. Seizing her in his arms, Swayze groped his 
way out of the smoke-filled building to the 
street. His own clothing was on fire when he 
reached safety. 

Fire Chief Davis intimated that arrests might 
be made in connection with the fire. He saia 
he was not satisfied that the fire laws had been 
obeyed. The loss was said to be approximately 
$75,000. The police are investigating a report 
that the exits from the building were cluttered 
up with material. 


WOMEN OF BALTIMORE FIGHT

“Parerts’ League” and Similar Societies 
ctive for Reform 

Baltimore is joining in the chorus for reform 
in motion pictures. Mrs. Richard Tillman, presi- 
dent of the Parents’ League, is leading the fight. 
In a recent interview she said: 

“Of course, what we really need is a modifica- 
tion of the law which will assure us of adequate 
censorship. The women are determined to get 
that when the Assembly meets next year, and 
in the meantime they wil! work to focus public 
opinion in favor of better moving pictures. 

“Those who acsume that we want moving pic- 
tures suitable only for children have miscon- 
strued what we gay,” continued Mrs. Tillman, 
“What we want most is moving pictures suited 
to people of average morals. 1 feel that we 
could get that best from a board of censors with 
a certain proportion of parents on it. A really 
adequate board should have five members, par- 
ents of boys and girls of adolescent age.’’ 


“It seems to me that the best way to get 
suitable moving pictures would be to co-operate 
with the people in authority until they have 
proved that they are not qualified to be in au- 
thority,”’ was the more conservative opinion of 
Mra. Edward F. Buchner. Mrs. Buchner ie 
chairman of education for the State Federation 
of Women's Clubs, and is giving her indorsement 
to the campaign now being waged by the mov- 
ing picture committee of the Women's Civic 
League. 

“IT believe that the censors would regulate 
moving picture standards more rigorously were 


the public to urge them to do so,"" eaid Mrs, 
Buchner, “As it is, they are merely complying 
a _ — of the people, a sufficient num.

RULES IN FAVOR OF COMA 


Court of Industrial Relations for Kan- 
sas Issues Order 


COMA won another victory last week when 
the Court of Industrial Relations for Kansas 
ruled against the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Rail- 
way Co., St. Louis-San Francisco Railway Co. 
and Chicago, Rock Island’& Pacific Railway Co. 
The order, as issued by the Court, under date of 
January 17, is printed below in full:

ORDER 


Now on this 26th day of October, 1920, this 
Matter came on for hearing upon the petition of 
the complainant for an orler requiring the re- 
@pondents to handle show trains in Kansas in- 
¢rastate traffic at the rate established by the 
Raliroad Administration in Rate Advice No, 
1842 under Freight Rate Authority No. 5108 of 
March llth, 1919, increased 35 per cent as pro- 
vided by order of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the case known as Ex Parte 74. 
The complainant appeared in person, and b 
George A. Henshaw, of Oklahoma City, Ok.; C. 
W. Parker of Leavenworth, Kan.; James Pat- 
terson, Paola, Kan., and William E. Gross. The 
respondents appeared by O. P. Atherton of Par- 
gons, Kan., for the Missouri, Kansas & Texas 
Railway; 8S, S. Butler of St, Louis, Mo.; H. 8. 
Sanborn of Kansas City, Mo., and W. F. Lillis- 
ton of Wichita, Kan., for the St. Louis-San Fran- 
eisco Railway Co.; Luther Burns of Topeka, 
Kan.; E. Rigg of Kansas City, Mo., and J. J. 
Brebeney of Herington, Kan., for the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway Co. The Court, 
after hearing the testimony and arguments of 
counsel, and considering the briefs filed on be- 
half of complainant and respondents, and being 
fully advised in the premises, finds that the 
basis of charges for the movement of show trains 
established by Rate Advice No. 1842 under 
Freight Rate Authority No, 5108 of the United 
States Railroad Admifistration under date of 

; March 11th, 1919, was in effect on the lines of 
the respondent companies on February 29th, 
1920, which restored the railroads under govern- 
ment control to the Management and operation 
of their owners. 

The Court further finds that under the pro- 
vivions of section 208 (a): ‘‘All rates, fares and 
charges, and all classifications, regulations and 
practices in any wise changing, affecting or de- 
termining any part of the aggregate of rates, 
fares or charges, or the value of the service ren- 
dered, which on February 29, 1920, are in effect 
on the lines of carriers subject to the Interstate 
Commerce Act, shall continue in force and effect 
unti] thereafter changed by State or Federal 
authority, respectively, or pursuant to authority 
of law.’’ 

The Court further finds that no change in the 
charge for the movement of show outfits in ef- 
fect for application upon Kansas intrastate 
business for the movement of show outfits has 
been authorized by this Court, or any otber tri- 
bunal having authority to make such changes, 

The Court further finds that the charges for 
the movement of show outfits within the State 
of Kansas by the respondents has been es- 
tablished by said Rate Advice No. 1842 under 
authority of Freight Rate Authority No. 5108, 
and is at the present time in force and effect, 
and that respondents should be required to han- 
die such trains in intrastate movements in this 
State at the schedule of charges authorized un- 
der said Rate Advice No. 1842, increased 30 per 
‘cent, as provided in the order of this Court in 

Docket 3451, dated October 9th, 1920. 

IT IS THEREFORD BY THE COURT CON- 
SIDERED AND ORDERED That respondents be, 
and they are hereby, required to estabilsh and 
maintain rates for the handling of show outfite 
in intrastate movements in Kansas at the sche- 
dule of charges established by the United States 
Railroad Administration in Rate Advice No. 1842 
under Freight Rate Authority No. 5108, dated 
March 11, 1919, increased 30 per cent, and that 
respondents be further required to file with this 
Court tariffs containing said schedule of charges, 
as required by the Public Utilities Law of the 
State of Kansas.

mission, following the lines of that of the 
States of New York and Kentucky. The es- 
tablishment of this commission will mean 
the revival of running racing in this State, 
and, as pointed out by officers of the United 
States Army who were present, will greatly 
stimulate the breeding and raising of thoro- 
bred stock, an industry that has fallen to in- 
significant proportions during late years. 

Other matters under discussion were that of 
@ uniform admission to the various county 
fairs, the matter of season tickets and that 
of exhibitors’ and concessionaires’ passes. A 
committee was appointed to devise a uniform 
method of distribution of exhibitors’ tickets, 
which, it was pointed out, has become a vital 
necessity. 

Representatives of the harness racing in- 
terests of the State voiced a protest over the 
conflict in fair dates during the past and urged 
that dates hereafter be so set that no such con- 
flict will occur, It was suggested that by be- 
ginning in the northern part of the State and 
working toward the south dates could be 80 
arranged that all interests will be satisfied. 

Following the morning session of the associa- 
tion the members adjourned to an elaborate 
luncheon in the Palace Hotel Grill, where a 
general discussion of various matters of inter- 
est to the fair men occupied their attention for 
more than an hour and during which various 
outdoor showmen were given the opportunity to 
become acquainted with the members and talk 
over the prospects for the season about to open. 

Following are the fair dates as adopted by 
the association, after a report had been made 
by the committee: Ukiah, Aug. 7-13; Ferndale, 
Aug. 14-21; San Francisco, Aug. 14-21; Santa 
Rosa, Aug. 24-28; Marysville, Aug. 30-Sept. 8;

his trade-mark and his curse. His 
monotonous voice and his complete in- 
ability to simulate vigor of any kind 
is very trying, even if he does not offend 
in the more common and obvious faults 
of other actors. As the Rajah he is as 
villainous as he could ever be, but it is 
an apologetic villain at best. There is 
none of the Himalayan mountain tiger 
crawling under the veneer of a course in 
esthetics at Cambridge. There is noth- 
ing Oriental in his characterization. 
The Rajah is just George Arliss with 
aturban on. It is not to be understood 
that he gives a bad performance. Far 
from it. Recognizing his limitations 
and considering the insurmountable ob- 
stacle of playing a character to which 
he can bring nothing but a cold, pol- 
ished technique, his Rajah is excellent. 
It is not the things he does that are 
disappointing, but the ocean of possi- 
bilities the role offers for an ambitious, 
adventurous stage navigator he leaves 
untried. The valet of Ivan Simpson is 
flawless. Cyril Keightley is an occa- 
sionally articulate scientist, and Her- 
bert Waring is an always inarticu- 
late husband of Olive Wyndham’s 
“Lucilla.” Migs Wyndham is a pretty 
girl, with affectations of speech which 
are maddening to me. TI can not abide 
these actresses who play the roles of 
gentlewomen and who speak as no real 
gentlewoman ever spoke anywhere, ex- 
cept in the society drama. It is one of 
the symptoms of snobbery with which 
our dramatic stage is inoculated. Real 
gentlewomen speak simply, clearly and 
unaffectedly. They never put on lugs. 
That is, every place in the world except 
on the American stage. There affecta- 
tion is mistaken for distinction and ex- 
@gseration for “clags.”. Ronald Colman 
is very good as the temple priest, and 
Helen Nowell makes an effective pic- 
ture as an ayah. The ceremony in the 
last act, instead of being creepy, is close 
to being funny. Even with George Ar- 
liss playing George Arliss and not the 
Raja of Rukh, “The Green Goddess” is 
4 good show.—PATTERSON JAMES.
